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POLISH TRAGEDY 


Only 15,000 Jews Left In 
Freed Territory 


Dr. Emil Sommerstein, Chairman of the Central 
Committee of Polish Jews, in a Yiddish broadcast 
from Lublin, revealed that not more thar 15,000 
Jews have survived in liberated Poland, 

“Only a small number of us remain,” said Dr. 
Sommerstein. “ All our cultural and social instt- 
tutions are gone. About 3,200,000 Polish Jews 
have died in Poland. To them must’ be added 
3,000,000 Jews from Europe driven by Hitler into 
the Polish death camps.” 

Dr. Sommerstein described how the few survivors 
had escaped death by oe in ruins or with 
Polish friends or by joining the guerrillas. “ We 
have lost everything we possessed,” he went on. 
“ Nothing is left of our Synagogues, schools, and 
literature. Our past, the only sure foundation ol 
our present, & irretrievably gone. Nevertheless, 
we have faith in our future. We have faith in the 
indestructible Jewish nation. Despite all its trials, 
the Jewish nation has survived—and will survive.” 

Another Yiddish Broadcast over the Lublin radio 
was devoted to the liberation of Warsaw and the 
second anniversary of the fir battle in the Warsaw 
ghetto. 

The announcer related how the Germans had 
practically exterminated the entire Jewish popula- 
tion of Warsaw which rose from 300,000 before 
the war to 500,000 owing to deportations from 
other parts of Poland 
left to weicome the liberating armies. 

The establishment of Jews in productive occu- 
pations was discussed in-Lublin at a-mass meeting 
held in the newly renovated hall of the Perez 
House. Dr. Sommerstein was among those present., 
It was announced that the Lublin Government had 
decided to give substantial financial aid and that 
a credit account had been opened for organising 
workshops. 

The National Council of Poland (Rada Naro- 
dowa) decided at its last session to award the high 
decoration “ Polonia Restituta’"’ to Dr. Emil 
Sommersicin, for “* special services rendered in the 
reconstruction of the’ Polish State.”

“A FAIR SOLUTION” FOR 
‘PALESTINE 


Colonial Secretary on Britain’s 
Determination 


Great Britain is determined that a fair solution 
of the Palestine problem shall be found after the 
waf, declared. Colonel Oliver Stanley, British Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies, when he addressed 
the Forces Polgy Association in New York this 
week, 

Speaking of tense feeling that prevailed among 
both Arabs and Jews in Palestine to-day, Col. 
Stanley uttered a warning that “an _ incautious 
word might cause an explosion which couki only 
harm the war effort of the United Nations.” 
Britain had been g'ed to see in Palestine g sgnc- 
tuary where some of the unhappy Jews mighi find 
refuge, he added. 

“On the other hand,’ continued the Colonial 
Secretary, “* you, too, must see that we must recog- 
Nise and respect the feelings and the rights of 
that Arab population to whom for so many many 
centuries Palestine has been home. When the war 
is over it is the firm determination of all in Great 


Britain that a solution siall be found which will 


be regarded as just and fair not only by Jew and 
Arab but by the world.”

TANK LEADER’S M.M. 
AND D.C.M. 


Canadian Jewish 
Sergéeant’s Heroic Feats 


Within a few wecks of winning the Military 
Medal, Sergeant Samuel Moses Hurwitz, Canadian 
Grenadier Guards (Canadian Armoured Corps); 
was also awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal 
for gallaniry in action. Set. Hurwitz has since 
unfortunately been posted as missing. 

The citation accompanying his M.M. reads: 

“ Sergcant Hurwitz was ordered to cover by fire his troop 
leader's assault on an encmy position. On arrivine at the 
position is was found necessary to dismount and attack on 
foot. During the fight a burning enemy secif-propeliced gun 
blew up and killed and wounded a number of men of the 
troop Sergecamt Hurwitz was pinned under a@ tree by the 
explosion, but managed to extricate himself. and although 
burned from blast and slightiv wounded, he picked up a Bren 
gun and with his officer ted the assauk on the German 
position The position. which was a strong onc and had 
been holding up the entire squadron, was taken, 31 prisoners 
were captured, and a number of the enemy killed 

“ Sergeant Hurwitz displayed a fine de®rce of icadership 
and offensive spirit, and by this action was larecly responsible 
for the subsequent capture of the town itself.”’ 

With the D.C.M., which was an immediate award 
on the field, the citation states: 

"A tank sguadron, with one rifle company and a carricr 
Scout platoon under command, was ordered to scize and 
hold the railroad station at Stuiskil, A smalicr force made 
up of one infantry platoon, one section of three carriers, and 
the tank troop commanded by Screcant Hurwitz was ordered 
to assault an intermediate strone point which consisted of 
slit trenches, ditches, and a number of houses on the toad 
to the station 


Charged Machine-Gun Posts 


* Upon reaching the objective, the encmy was found to be 
in and a fierce close-quaricr combat cnsued in decp 
ditches and houses: where the tanks could not be used to 
advamtage Sergeant Hurwitz quickly. appreciated that 
more men were needed on the ground and icaped from his 
tank. taking with him two crew membcrs Linder covering 
fire of his tank, Sergeant Hurwitz and two men with him 
cleared three buildings and two claborate trench systems 
Serecant Hurwitz then personally charged two ‘machine-gun 
posts His only weapon was a pistol, but his daring and 
determination. unnerved the machine-gun crews and the 
positions were silenced 4 total of 25 prisoners was taken 
by him and his crew This determined and gallant action 
by Sereeant Hurwitz cnabicd his troop: to move into a 
dominating fire position which covered the objective of the 
main- force and enabled it to move forward and scize the 
railroad station, where an additional 150 prisoners were taken 
and a larec amount of valuable cquipment camured.* 

In the course of a letter to his parents, the Sgt.’s 
Commanding Officer wrote: “ Moe was-the most- 
loved man in the Canadian Grenadier Guards, and 
one of the best-known soldiers in the Canadian 
Army. His exploits in the front lime are still talked 
about and his company never ‘went out on a task 
without first getting his advice and opinion. He 
always led the attack in his tank, as they had the 
utmost confidence that he would gain his objective. 


“A Lion for Courage” 


A Canadian war correspondent, writing in the 
MonTrReaL Darity Star, said: On a visit to the 
regiment, F heard of some incidents typical of the 
actions -of the officers and men during the fighting 
at Falaise. Take Sgt. S. M. (Moe) Hurwitz, of a 
family of Montreal athletes, a lion for courage. 
He took a small party. of men and cleared out 

Set. Hurwitz is one of four sons still in. the 
Forces of Mr. and Mrs. Haim Hurwitz, of 6,093, 
Park Avenue, Montreal. One of the four, A.B. 
Harry Hurwitz, R.C.N.V.R., who was reported 
missing in H.M.C.S. Athabaskan, is a prisoner of 


war; another, Spr. Max Hurwitz, is with the. 


Canadian Army in Belgium, and the youngest son, 
lan, is serving in the Canadian Navy. Another 
son and a daughter have also served in the Forces. 
Harry (mentioned above) was wounded twice while 


‘serving originally in the Army and was discharged. 


He tried to join the_Air Force and the Merchant 
Navy afterwards, but was turned down by both. 
But he persisted and was finally accepted by the 
Royal Canadian Navy. 

Moe, Harry, and Max spent their leaves in Eng- 
land at the home of their auni, Mrs. A. Simons, 
of Fernview, South Road, Amersham, Bucks.

RUMANIA’S WAR 
CRIMINALS 


‘Government’s Delaying 
Tactics ? 


The. law dealing with the punishment of war 
criminals is the main topic of discussion at present 
in Rumanian political circles, cables our Balkans 
correspondent, 

The Minister of Justice, Patrascanu, who is one 
of the leaders of the Left Wing National Demo- 
cratic Front, has communicated to the press the 
outime of a legislative project which will provide 
for the severe punishment of all persons who col- 
laborated with any Axis or Rumanian Fascists in 
carrying out their political, economic, or racial 
activities. 

All who organised or carried out anti-Semitic 
persecutions are also to be considered as war 
criminals, according to this proposal 

The National Peasant Party does not accept this 
project as it has elaborated a plan of its. own, 
particulars Of which it has not yet issued. It is 
known, however, that the plan differs from Patras- 
canu's in three particulars 

In the first place it wishes clearly to distinguish 
between actual war criminals and Fascist agitators 
and supporters. Nor does it agree to capital 
punishment, which is. the penalty proposed by 
Patrascanu in the case of ceriain crimes. As to 
a proposal that war criminals shall be tried by 
Popular Courts composed. of members of the 
ordinary courts together ‘with fepresentatives of 
the various political parties, the National Peasant 


Party demands that'sixty per cent of the judges 


shall represent the middle-class parties and forty 
per cent the left-wing groups. 
Allied circles and left-wing parties, andeven some 
miidie-class papers have quoted the cxamples of

RUSSIAN JEWISH ADMIRAL 
Distinguished Career 


~*~ 

The only Jewish. Rear-Admiral in. the Soviet 
Fleet is Rear-Admira!l Pavel Trainin, The oubreak 
of war found him Commander of the K:iga naval 
base, which was one of the 
first towns Hitler attacked 
A large number of Soviet 
warships lay in the port, as 
well as over a hundred mer- 
chant vessels, which Admiral 
Trainin evacuated and 
brought to Leningrad waters 
without a single~loss 

After Riga, Rear-Admiral 
Trainin was appointed Com- 
mander of the Ladoga flo- 
tilla, In carrying out defence 
operations there he was 
wounded, but by spring, 
1942, he was on the Black 
Sea in command of the 
Kersch naval base, defend- 
ing the Taman peninsula, 
which was already in the hands of the Germans. 
But the waters had to be kept free for -traffic 
between the Black Sea and the Sea of Azov. 

Then an order arrived to withdraw. This was 
a difficult operation, but was carried through with- 
out the loss of a-single man or boat. 

Later Rear-Admirai Trainin took an active part 
in the defence of Stalingrad, with the Volga flotilla, 
and after that he took part in the defence of Mariu- 
pol, Berdiansk, and the Kersch peninswla. One 
of his men, a Jew, Engineer-Lieutenant Jan Gure- 
vitz (Hurwitz), at the Kersch peninsula, when 
contact could not be made with ships at anchor 
owing to heavy seas, swam out to them, carried 
out his mission, and swam back. General Petrov, 
Commander of the North Caucasian front, decor- 
ated Hurwitz with the Order of the Red Flag for 
his herotsm. 

Infantry Private in Last War 


Rear-Admiral Trainin is the son of Dr. Aaron 
Eli Trainin, who 50 years dgo practised in Pinsk. 
Mrs, Trainin was a dentist. At the end of the 
century the doctor and his family removed to 
Astrakhan, on the banks of the Volga. The future 
Admiral went to the shipbuilding school of the 
St. Petersburg Polytechnic. In the first world war, 
he served in an infantry battalion as a private. 
After the October Revolution he volunteered for 
the new Red Army, and fought against Denikin, 
and later on the Polish front. He was then trans- 
ferred to the Navy as, artillery-man in charge of 
a gunboat, and from then on had a distinguished 
career in mand of warships. , 
Int! reached his present rank. His decora- 
tions include three Orders, two of the Red Flag 
and the Kutuzov Order, Second Class; he also 
holds the Stalingrad Defence Medal and the “ 20 
years in the Red Army ” Medal.

Law in France a Tragic 
| Farce 


Legislation entitling fugitive and dispossessed 
Jews of France to regain possession of their apart- 
ments is either ineffective or is being sabotaged by 
the authorities, declares the newspaper Resisran t, 
which also demands that an end be put to the 
scandal. 

The ordinance of November 14, 1944, the paper 
Says,.only réquires the resioration of premises to 
the original tenant if he left Paris to join the 
French or Allied Forces after June 16, 1940. It 
does not, however, according to the paper. Impose 
a similar condition on those who had to flee their 
homes under material or moral threat by the 
enemy. 

it alleges that, in effect, justice refuses to rein- 
tegrate the Jewish tenants who lielt Paris before 
June “16, 1940. Thus all these and the immense 
majority of Parisian Jews and of those from the 
east and north of France who had to leave before 
the German invasion and weré not able to retura 
before the liberation, do not have- the right to:

HOME SECRETARY AND JEWISH 


DETAINEES 


Mr. Vernon Bartlett (Ind., Bridgwater) asked 
the Home Secretary if he was aware that many 
refugees still interned in Britain were men and 
women of. Jewish race who had suffered torture 
in Gestapo camps or prisons; and whether, bear- 
ing in mind the provision ir. the armistice terms 
imposed upon Rumania that the internment of 
enemy nationats should not include those of Jewish 
nationality, he would reconsider his internment 

icy. 

Oe Morrison replied: { am quite unable to 
accept the suggestion in the first part of the ques- 
tion. Apart from a few persons with criminal 
records who are interned ¢n grounds of public 
order. the aliens of enemy nationality who are still 
interned are those who have failed to satisfy me 
that their sympathies are with the United Nations 
rather than with their country of origin.. As 
regards the second part of the question, there is 
no analogy between the internment of German and 
Hungarian nationals in Rumania after the cessa- 
tion of hostilities and the internment of aliens of 
enemy nationality in the United Kingdom during 
the continuance of hostilities. Moreover, there 1s 
in this country no classification of foreigners by 
reference to race or religion, and any discrimina- 
tion on these grounds would be contrary t our 
settled policy. in the exercise of my powers for 
the. control of aliens of enemy nationality, | am 
concerned only with the question whether dcten- 
tion is required in the interests of national security.

FOOD AND CLOTHING FOR 
EUROPE 


Chief Rabbi’s Religious Council’s Work 


Dayan H. M. Lazarus presided over a meeting 
of the European Religious Reconstruction Com- 
mission of the Chief Rabbi's Religious Emergency 
Council last week. o 

Rabbi Dr. Schonfeld reported on the Mobile 
Synagogue Ambulance scheme. Seven such 
vehicles were now in hand, he said. The 
civilian vehicle was serving with the Jewish Relicf 
Unit of the Jewish Committee for Relief Abroad, 
now leaving for Western Europe, and the first 


The food-collection scheme was progressing Satis- 
factorily. Out of more than 50,000 tins so far 
collected, consignments of 20,000 tins were being 
sent to Antwerp and Paris, to be distributed by 
local Jewish representatives. S.H.A.E.F. had given 
their co-operation in. this scheme. 

The importance of intensifying the collections 
was stressed by the meeting, and it was decided 
to approach especially the Ladies’ Guilds, Syna- 
gogues, youth groups, schools and classes. 

The Council, it was recalled, was a constituent 
of the Joint Clothing Relief Commiitiee and had 
collected considerable quantities of, clothing 
through its local groups.  Consignmenis, it was 
reported, had veen sent to Belgium, Holland, and 
France. In response to various requests, quantities 
of religious requisites had been sent through mili- 
tary channels to Belgium, ‘France, and liberated 
Holland. Most of these items were purchased 
out of the funds of the Jewish Commitiee for 
Relief Abroad. The Council's representative in 
Palestine had cabled for funds to supply religious 
requisites in Greece and Yugoslavia. The Jewish 
Committee for Relief Abroad had agreed to the 
proposal and the Jewish team going to the Balkans 
would take the requisites with them. 

ris had been received about arrangements 
for the supply of Passover food in Belgium and 
Holland, |. Matzot were being supplied by the 
Government, but funds were required to enable 
the poor to purchase their requirements.

Their Palestine Documents 


SUMMARIES OF THE TWO 
MEMORANDA 


In view of the interest that has been evoked 
by the Memoranda and resolutions on Pales- 
tine, passed by the Board of Deputies and by 
the Anglo-Jewish Association, we present be- 
low summaries of all the points raised by these 
two documents. ‘ 

Owing to severe restrictions on our space it 
was impossible to print the two Memoranda in 
full, and accordingly last November we invited 
the Presidents of the two bodies concerned to 
provide us for publication, by the end of Tebet, 
with summaries covering the points of their 
respective documents, 
agreed, Unfortunately~?Professor Brodetsky's 
absence in the United States delayed his own 
summary of the Deputies’ document which he 
had proposed to make, but the summary with 
which we have been supplied is, we are satis- 
fied, an objective and fully adequate précis of 
the Deputies Memorandum. 

Both documents have now been submitted to 
the Colonial Office. 

The resolutions at the end of both documents 
were published in these columns at the time of 
their endorsement in the autumn. 


THE DEPUTIES’ MEMORANDUM 


The Board of Deputies of British Jews, the 
represeniative organisation of the Jews of Great 
Britain. urges the United Nations to apply the 
principles of justice and freedom for securing that 
Jews secking to return to their historic homeland 
shali be enabled to do so in conditions assuring 
them of a full and free Jewish life in aceordance 
with the principles of Judaism. Recalling the age- 
long sufferings of the ‘Jews over Many centuries 
antl in many lands, the insccurity and abnormality 
of Jewish life in the countries of their dispersion 
and now, the unparalleled crimes inflicted upon 
the Jews of Europe by Germany and her satelliies. 
the Board consilers that besides other measures 
needed for solving the Jewish probicm, it is in- 


_ dispensable to secure to the Jews the right of entry

and reseiiiemcni within the boundaries of the 
ancient homeland in accordance with their needs 
and their faith m the fulfdment of the Divine 
Promise of restoration, 

British Jews record the practical contrihution of 
the British people towards the restoration of the 
Jewish people in Palestine as exemplified by the 
Declaration of November 2, 1917 (Balfour Decla- 
ration), formally acknowledging the historic 
connection of the Jewish people with their ances- 
tral land of Palestine. Fifty-one member States of 
the League of Nations and the Congress of the 
United States confirmed that Declaration m grant- 
ing a Mandate to Great Britain to establish, 
administer, and develop the Jewish National Home 
in Palestine. 

In the course of the past 25 years the Jewish 
people, by toil and sacrifice, has restored to pro- 
ductivity a country hitherto regarded as one of 
the derelict areas of the carth, and more than 
500,000 Jews have been able to find permanent 
homes, bringing to Palestine progress. and pros- 
perity, from which the Arab population has 
derived the fullest economic and social betterment 

The present g¢ave deterioration of the situation 
of the Jews in Europe and elsewhere makes the 
intensive and unrestricted development of the 
Jewish National Home in Palestine a primal neces- 
sity and the urgent need of the Jewish people. 

In May, 19279, in spite of the disastrous con- 
ditions theh obtaining; H.M. Government issued 
the White Paper imposing drastic restrictions on 
immigration and on the purchase of land, calcu- 
lated to crystallise the Jewish population as a per- 
manent minority. Future policy in regard 
Palestine must therefore begin with the abroga- 
tion of the White Paper. . 

The peace and security of the Jewish people re- 
quires the full realisation in the shortest possible 
time of the purpose of the Balfour Declaration 
and of the Mandate, as they were interpreted by 
Mr. Lloyd George, Prime Minister at the time of 
the Declaration, Ficld-Marshal Smuts, Presideni 
Wilson, and Mr. Winston Churchill. On February 
8, 1920, our present Prime Minister wrote: “If. 
as may well happen, there should be created in 
our lifetime by the banks of-the Jordan a Jewish 
State ainder the protection of the British Crown 
—an event will have occurred -in the history of 
the world which would from every point of view 
be beneficial, and would be especially in harmony 
with the truest interests of the British Empire.” 

“Accordingly, the Board adopts the following 
declaration of policy: 


(a) The Board of Deputies of British Jews looks (o 
H.M. Government to secure that the United 
Nations, in laying down the policies governing 
the post-war settlement, declare that Palestine 
be designated to become, after an egreed period 
of transitional government, a Jewish Siate or 
Commonwealth. All Jews who wish to make 
their home in Palestine shall -have the. right of 
entry, settlement, and citizenship, in accordance 
with its laws, it being provided thai nationality 
of the Jewish State or Commonwealth shall be 
confined to its own citizens, and shall not, in 
the terms of the Balfour Declaration, prejudice 
“the rights and political siatus enjoyed by Jews 
in any other country.” 

(b) That, having regard to the traditional interest 
of the. British pcople in the ideals and aspira- 
tions of the Jews in relation to Palestine and 
Great Britain's historic in creating the 
Jewish National Home, the Board hopes that 
the Jewish State or Commonwealth may find an 

appropriate and legally secured place within the 

British Commonwealth of Nations. 

c}: That the Constitution of the Jewish’ State or 
Commonwealth shall guarantee the equality of 

rights of all citizens of Palestine irrespective of

race, religion, or language, and this equality shall 
secured by mternational guaranicc. 

(d) That, during the transitional period, before the 
full establishment of the Jewish State or Com- 
monwealth, the Jewish Agency, recognised under 
the Mandate as the authorised representative of 
the Jewish people in relation to Palestine, be 
vested with authority to direct and regulate 
immigration into Palestine, to develop to the 
maximum the agricultural and imdustrial possi- 
bilities and the natural resources of the country, 
and to utilise the uncultivated and unoccupied 
lands for Jewish colonisation and for the benefit 
of the country as a whole. 

(ec) That within the general scheme of post-war 
reconstruction the United Nations should take 
into account the need of Jewish reconstruction 
and, upon the cessation of hostilities and the 
liberation of the European territories, provide 
facilities for the speedy transfer to Palestine of 
the Jewish survivors of Nazi persecution who 
may wish to settle in Palestine, and grant, for 
this purpose, appropriate finencial and other 
resources as part of the general scheme of post- 
war reconstruction. 

That the rights of the respective religious autho- 
rities with regard to the Holy Places shall be 
internationally guaranteed. 


THE AJ.A. MEMORANDUM 


After stating that the views of the Association 
are expressed “in general terms at this stage,” 
the Memorandum says: “ The present position in 
regard to Palesiime is unsatisfactory and obscure 
The history of the iast few years makes necessary 
a re-cxamination of policy and of the machinery 
for its execution. As things are, there ts dange: 
of continued and increasing unrest in Palestine 
and of grave detriment to the economic. develop- 
ment of the country, while for those of the 
unhappy survivors of European Jewry who will 
be unable to return to their former homes there 
is added to an already intolerable distress uncer- 
tainty as to whether they will be permitted to 
settle in Palestine.” 

The Memorandm goes on to show how the 
1939 White Paper postpones for future considera- 
“vital issues which lic at the root ofl 
the difficulties in Palestine and expresses regret 
that ‘the Statement, while postponing the solution 


.o] the fundamental issues, should nevertheless 
have devised measures which strike at the verv 
foundations of the Jewish National Home and 


which, if continugd, must lead to tts decline.’ 

The Memorandum continues: “ But whatever 
may have been thought of the situation 1939 
it is obvious that a fresh start is now required. 

“ We draw atiention first to the problem created 
by 12 years of Nazi oppression, for that is the 
most pressing need and must be regarded, in the 
name of the humanity and justice which the United 


Nations intend fo secure, as the chief factor 
governing future policy for Palestine. , The 
Jewish need is desperate and urgent. Although 


some possibility of partial relief may be found m 
other parts of the world, it would be self-deception 
to pretend that large-scale mumuigration of homeless 
Jews will immediately be practicable at the end 
of the war elsewhere than in Palestine. There is 
nothing to suggest that the. Inter-Governmental 
Committee on Refugces sees any genuine prospect 
of settling Jews, except as individuals or in Small 
groups, in countries other than Palestine. it 
would be a melancholy paradox if, at this time 
of opportunity and urgent.need, it were thought 
fit to persist in a policy which must have the effect 
of closing Palestine to Jewish immigration.

What the Jews have accom- 
ar in Palestine speaks for itself and is acknow- 

dged by all. There is no doubt cither of the 
renee y desire of many Jews to build up the 

attonal Home or of their ability to do so. There 

is no lorBer any doubt of the capacity of Palestine 
to provi with Jewish constructive effort, for 
large additional numbers of settlers 
the war the Jewish National Home has made a 
worthy contribution to the Allied cause in man- 
power and production. In the coming peace it 
can, if given full facilities for immigration and use 
of natural resources, make a major contribution to 
the welfare of the Middle East.” ~* 

Calling for 4, “corganieation of the machinery of 
overnmentn Palestine so as to provide adequately 
or the carrying out of the new policy, the Memo- 
randum asks that effect should be given to the 
following principles: 

“1. That the Government of Palestine should be 
so conducted, with the necessary administrative 
changes, as to further the devclonoment of the 
Jewish National Home in an undivided Palestine, 
facilitate and expedite the immieraiion ‘and 
settlement of Jews desirous of making their 
-homes in that country, ensure the effective execu- 
tion of the plans mentioned in paragraph 2. 
promote the full utilisation of the economic 
resources of Palestine and, subject to and in a 
manner consistent with the foregoing provisions, 
create conditions conducive to the attainment 
by Palestine of the status of a self-coverninyg 
territory, with a constitution designed to meet 
the special needs of the country, within or in 
close association with the British Commonwealth 
and Empire. 

“2. That plans providing for the settlement in 
Palestine within the shortest possible period of 
as many Jews as desiré to make their homes 
there be now prepared, and as soon as possible 
after the cessation of hostilities in Europe put 
into operation, by His Majesty's Government in 
consultation the Jewish Agency for 
Palestine, as contemplated in the Mandate for 
Palestine, under conditions enabling such Agency 
to advise and co-operate effectively in the fram- 
ing and execution of such plans, and ‘with such 
assistance as may be obtainable from the Inter- 
Governmental Committee on Refugees, 
U.N.R.R:A... and any like international organisa- 
tion whose co-operation can appropriately be 
invoked. 

“ 3. That any constitution for Palestine shall Unter 
alia): (a). provide that religion, or race, shall 
not be a criterion of citizenship, and that no 
ciizen shall be at any advantage or disadvamage 
by reason of his religion or race, the effective 
application of the. principle of cduality being 
ensured by such international or other guaran- 
tees: aS may be considered appropriate (bh) 
Include provisions framed so as to facilitate the 
acquisition of Palestinian citizenship by Jews 
who, having taken up.their permanent residence 
in Palestine, desire to become citizens of 
Palestine, it being cleariy understood that no” 
Government of Palestine shall have any juris- 
diction or authority over, nor shall it have any 
rights of any kind in relation te, any person 
outside Palestine who is not a citizen of 
Palestine. 

“ 4. That the policy’ proposed above shall be carried 
out as an iwitegral part of the post-war settle 
ment in the Middle East and in conjunction 
with measures desyzned to further the - progress 
and enhance. the prosperity of the Arab States 
and generally to contribute to the peaceful 
development of the Middle East.”

The 
Corhmittee worked for quite a long time and 
brought certain propositions to the Board which 
were accepted, and then the Commitice went 
further into the details of the constitution and had 
got a scheme quite ready for what many of them 
thought were unprovements.

MISS ANNIE LANDAU 
Head of Evelina Schools, Jerusalem

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SERMON THE WEEK 


UNITED IN SONG 


“ Then sang Deborah and Barak the son of 
Ahinoam on that day.”—(Judges v., 1.) 


was a remarkable union of minds, hearts, and 

yoices that manifested itself in the attitude of 

Israel's leaders wher they were filled with a sense 
of gratitude for victorics won by the forces of 
freedom over tyranny and oppression. Always 
ready to pui into words what their followers felt 
wn their hearts, these leaders marked the beginning 
of new periods in their peopke’s history with poems 
and songs, which called forth an enihusiastic 
cesponse froc all sections of the community, and 
remained impressed on their minds for many cen- 
Deborah and Barak seemed only to follow 


the example set by Moses and Miriam, who intoncd 
a song of praise unto the Lord when the liberation 
of Israc! from the of Egypt had been 


achieved. But there was a difference. Deborah 
and Barak sang in their own land, and they sang 
together. The voices of Miriam and of the women 
who accompanied her were only heard when Moses 
and the sons of Israci who joined him had already 
concluded thei: singing. Deborah and Barak were 
ynited in their song because they were united in 
their fighi against Israci’s enemy, and the peopic 
had all “ offered themselves willingly " to destroy 
the power of the aggressor. Men and women were 
all engaged in the struggle, and although they knew 
that ut was God who granted them victory, they 
also knew that it was by their united cilort and 
common sacrifice that the crushing defcat of the 
enemy had been brought about. The Divine inter- 
vention im the a thus expressed itself in the 
people’s heroism and their united resolve to throw 
the aggressor back, and it was rightly followed by a 
united song of thanksgiving, in which al! sections 
of the people could join harmoniously, and which 
could herald the advent of an era of real peace. 


WARRIOR'S song which inspires the masses 

and brings them close to cach other has a 
rousing and uplifting effect only if those who sing 
it have gone through the same kind of cmotion— 
the emotion which a united effort and common sacri- 
fice call forth.. When conditions change the song 
may lose its appeal and it may be even forgotten 
for a time. A hymn of praise intended to express 
gratitude for favours received from the Ruler of the 
Universe or for. victories secured by His direct 
intervention will always be readily intoned.by those 
responsible for their people's well-being, and may 
be repeated daily by different sections and in vary- 
ing conditions, as, indeed, the song of Moses is 
repeated by us every day as part of our daily 
praise and thanksgiving unto our-Lord and 
Redeemer. Bui the song of Deborah and Barak, 
which will be,recited by us in to-morrow’s Haftara, 
will strike us as a reminder of bygone days, when 
a Hebrew woman could inspire and fead her people 
in battle against a mighty foe and bring peace and 
harmony, tranquillity and unity, to the masses of 
the people who shared in her deeds, in her vision, 
as well as in her song. But has not the ‘time 
come. for our communities to make. themselves 
familiar with the song that expresses self-reliance 
and readiness to challenge and defeat a heartless 
ageressor, with the help of God, and so to prepare 
for the day when al! Israc!, men, women, and even 
children, will be able to uniic in the singing of one 
ereat song of victory such as Deborah and Barak 
were the first to sing in Isracl’s land, and which 
no other people has ever surpassed éven in the 
hour of its greatest triumph? , 


OW is it, then, that un these stirring times, when 
events of such great significance are happening, 
and are likely to be followed by still greater events, 
of cxtreme importance for our people's future 
destiny, we have no more rousing song than that 
composed by a humble poct in depressing condi- 
tions, and which dwells on hope deferred and on 
unstilled yearning for a Zion to be restored ip a 
vague and nebulous future? Where is the pro- 
phetic eye of a Moses or a Devorah that could 
ste a picture Of Israel reborn, of a united stand 
by an inspired people againsi all hostile forces, 
culminating mm a harmonious song to be sung by 
alf\sections of the people and demonstrating our 
faith in the mevitable doom of all the “ enemics 
of the Lord"? Where is the imagination of our 
modern Hebrew poets who claim to be our 
people’s spokesmen but are unable to unite us in 
song, to enlarge on the achievements of our warriors, 
on the heroism of the men and women whg “ offer 
themselves willingly * for the cause of justice and 
right, and who are detcrmined.to hasten the coming 
of a new era for Israel and fer the world? If we 
really believe that such an era is dawning we ought to 
be ready to express our faith in the way our ances- 
tors did and to be united in song as they were. 
lt is generally agreed that those engaged in a 
hard struggle or a great enterprise find encourage- 
ment and inspiralion in a -rousing song. Even if 
the words that are uttered have little meaning the 
jount singing of them has a rousing and invigorating 
ect, he Jewish spirit cannot be expressed in 
popular tunes only. Our ancient psalmists knew this. 
Their songs were full of meaning and gave utterance 
to most profound thoughts and sacred emotions. 
But we use them on sacred occasions only, and the 
tunes are frequently varied. If to-day Israel could 
be united in song, as well as in its struggle for 
survival, it would be a clear indication. that the 
new era of justice and liberty for our people. is 
about to dawn i

Low-priced Imported Goods 


High production costs in Palestine’s Jewish 
manufacturing indistrics will be the principal 
factor an expanded Palestinian 
export trade British, American, and other . 
industrialists dre able freely to return to the world 
—and especially Middle Eastern—markets after, or 
even before, theeclose of the war (writes our 
Jerusalem correspondent). 

The terribly high cost of living here is at present 
largely responsible for the high rate of production 
charges, which are mainly consumed in payments 
to workers. These payments include cost-of-living 
allowances ranging from 185 per cent above basic 
wages in the case of industrial workers receiving 
under £8 10s. basic monthly to 130 per cent in 
those groups getting higher wages. The last Jewish 

statistical index of industrial production 
showed that wages paid (including allowances) were 
a 600 points as compared with 100 in August, 

Industrial exports from this country to civilian 
markets in the Middle East began last year when 
orders from the military authorities ceased. As the 
Middle East has long been cut off from overseas 
supply sources Owing to wartime conditions, the 
export godds from Palestine were naturally largely 
absorbed in spite of the inflated prices, especially 
as the cost of living in neighbouring countries is 
higher than in Palestine. 

But consumer’ goods are beginning to arrive 
from outside the Mediterranean area priced at 
about a third of those sold by Palestine. France, 
too, is now re-entering the: markets in Syria and 
the Lebanon. 

Typical of the position is a letter received from 


‘Importers in Malta recently by the Palestine Export 


Association in Tel-Aviv. Stating that the offers 
made by Palestinian firms were interesting, and 
the goods listed were needed on the tsland, the 
letter poimted out that there would have to be a 
considerable drop in the catalogued prices, which 
were much higher than those offered by United 
Kingdom exporters, before any firm orders could 
be placed. 


VAAD LEUMI REFUSES 
RESIGNATIONS 


Hopes to Patch Up Dispute 


The Executive of the Vaad Leumi (reports the 
Palcor news bulletin from Jerusalem) has 
decided not to accept the resignation of the Miz- 
rachi representative, Rabbi Meir Berlin, and the 
Hapoei HaMizrachi representative, Mr. Z. Shragai, 
from the Executive of the Vaad (which were 
announced fast week). 

It is hoped, adds the report,.that satisfactory 
arrangements will. be reached in the dispute which 
arose over the Mizrachi claim for a larger share 
of the portfolios of the Vaad Leumi Executive and 
over the question of increased measures ito secure 
a more rigid observance of the Sabbath. It was 
disagreement on. this latter question which caused 
Rabbi Berlin's resignation. 


ILLEGAL. UNIFORM AND PISTOL 
Arab Gets Eighteen Months 


Found clad in a military uniform, with a 
revolver in his pocket, Suleiman Hassan Nekkad, 
an Arab, who was arresied in Haifa on September 
10, 1944, was sentenced to 18 months’ imprison- 
ment last week by the Jerusalem Military 
Court (states our correspondent in -thal city). 
When Nekkad was caught alter attempting to 
evade the police, they saw him throw something 
away, which turned oui to be a revolver and a 
set of sergeant’s stripes. 


Mr. Shertok’'s Bodyguard Gaoled 


Mr. Moshe Shertok’s bodyguard, who received 
a licence to carry a weapon a few days after he 
was arrested for illegal possession of arms, was 
sentenced by the Military Court to one month's 
imprisonment (reports the J.T.A. from Jerusalem). 


ARRESTS AND RELEASES 
Suspected Terrorists 


Nearly 200. suspected terrorists were arrested 
during December (our Jerusalem correspondent 
reports). Twenty-six detainees and dozens of 
suspects were released in the same period. Thirty 
suspects were arrested and released in the first 


half of January. 


TACKLING HOUSING PROBLEM 


Schemes for the immediate construction of 1,250 
dwellings for lease by new settlers has been 
launched by Shikun, workmen's housing company 
(states our Jerusalem correspondent). One thousand 
one-roomed flats in terrace houses are to be built 
at an approximate cost gf £500,000 with the assist- 
ance of the Jewish Agency and the Histadrut. Six 
hundred will be constructed in the suburbs of 
Tel-Aviv, 300 in Haifa, and 100 in Jerusalem. A 
paralle!| scheme is expected for 250 dwellings by 
Shikun, with the workers’ collaboration, on the 
instalment plan. Development works on the butld- 
ing — will be executed by the Jewish Nationa! 

un 


These projects are independent of the Shikun 
post-war housing programme, in which 3,000 sub- 
scribers have paid deposits, including 2,000 
Servicemen. 

The Tel-Aviv Municipality is to ratse, £200,000 
for a housing scheme of 1,000. units for refugees. 
The total scheme is. estimated to. cost. £400,000.

Correcting an Anomaly 


By raising the maximum war-service grants to the 
famtlies of Palestinian Jewish Servicemen from £2 
to £3 a week, which was announced here (writes 
our Jerusalem corr t) last week, the War 
Office has adjusted t was in fact an anomalous 
position in. which local voluntcers were 

Originally when they enlisted these men found 
their families were not qualified to receive allow- 
ances from the Army because their enlistment was 
voluntary, and the grants were intended only for 
the United Kingdom, where military conscription 
is applied. But the families of Palestinian volun- 
teers were at a disadvantage, since, unlike Britain, 
women here had not the opportunities to undertake 
civilian employment in war factories and thus 
releve their financial plight. 

_ Consequently, the Jewish Agency initiated nego- 
tiations towards the end of 1942 with the Secretary 
for War, as a result of which it was decided to 
extend grants to Palestinian troops’ families. 
although the actual payments were smalicr than 
those paid to British soldiers’ families in the United 
Kingdom. 

new scale of grants represents some adjust- 
ment—commensurate with the higher cost of living 
prevaili here, which is 150 per cent over the 
pre-war cl—but still is not sufficient, and it is 
Stated that a further review is now proceeding to 
determine the adequacy of such allowances at the 
new maximum. 

It should be added that the Yishuv’s War Needs 
Fund has been ‘subsidising necessitous cases among 
Palestinian soldiers’ families to the tune of over 
£750,000 up to date and has now increased its 
total grants to £35,000 a month. The payments are 
made through the Jewish Sofiliers Welfare: 
Committee here.

N.Z.0. CONFERENCE 


Piea for Jewish National 
Committee 
The annual Conference of 


the New Zionist 

Organisation of Great Britain was held last Sunday 
at the Conway Hall, London, when 60 delegates 
and a number of visitors attended from London, 
Manchester, Cardiff, Leeds, and other centres. 
Messages were received from the N.Z.O. in various 
countries, including Palestine, South Africa, and 
Australia, and from the Jewish State Party and the 
Jewish Board of_Deputits. 

L.Ac. A. C. Zafron, a member of the Polish 
Secretariat of Betar in Warsaw, greeted the Confer- 
ence in Hebrew in the name of thousands of 
members of Betar, A memorial address for those 
fallen in battle and massacred in Europe was given 
by Mr. A. B. Rivlin. 

Mr. Max Seligman, a lawyer, on a_ visit to 
England from Palestine, said it was a shameful 
thing that hundreds of young men and women, 
the flower of the Jewish people, were kept m 
concentration camps without trial. It should be 
their task to sce that steps were taken to put an 
end to this state of affairs. . 

Dr. J. Posner presided when Dr. P. Riebenfeld 
ave his report as Chairman of the Organisation. 

hat had happened in Jewry, said, was a divi- 
sion of Jewish politics into two complexities, the 
one concerned with Palestine us though it were 
completely apart, and the other a charitable pro- 
blem concerning European Jewry that was 
considered with a certain amount of urgency but 
‘was not allowed to have its full impact upon 
Zionist policy. 


Others Adopting Revisionist Policy 


They ‘as Revisionists, and that was what made 
them Revisionists, insisted that this European posi- 
tion should be allowsd to have its full effect on 
Zionist policy. As a matter of fact, only the Euro- 
pean Jewish position could provide the motive 
power for a full solution of the Jewish problem - 
through a Jewish State. To-day we were living-in 
a period when the growing realisation of the Jewish 
position had led others to adopt to a _ certain 
degree Revisionist policy, but im the sense that the 
words used were Revisionist: terminology.. But 
there was a big difference between using words 
and slogans and understanding the principles upon 
which the implementation of those political ideas 
depended, and it was here that the N.Z.O. had its 
main task. 

[he N.Z.O. certainly wanted unity, continued Dr. 
Riebenfeld, and they said that their demand for 
a Jewish National Committce, a Committee upon 
which all Jewish organisations would be ‘repre- 
sented, was the only way to Jewish unity and a 
way fair to Jewish organisations which had a legi- 
timate viewpoint. It was a way in which. other 
natrons also were achieving unity. 

Dr. Riebenfeld took the chair, and Mr. A 
Abrahams gave the political report. - 

The independence wiich the N.Z.O. enjoyed was 
the most important ‘weapon the Jewish people had,, 
he said. If they had not left the Jewish Agency 
before the war they would have had to do so 
during the war. It was important for them to 
understand what the actual position of Zionism 
was. In spite of the Palestine Parliamentary Com- 
mittee, which, he said, existed only on paper, 75 

r cent of -M.P:s had no conception of what 
Zionism was or whal it meant. 

After he had returned from Palestine he got in 
touch with a. number of M.P.s to tell them what 
was happening in that country. One, who was a- 


' member of the Palestine Parliamentary Committee, 


said: “ Surely this ts exaggerated. We saw Mr. 
Shertok only eight wecks ago: we see Mr. Namier 
every fortnight or so: we see Dr. Brodetsky very 
frequently.

MR. BAKSTANSKY ON THE. 
WARPATH 


To the Editor of THe CHRoNIcLe 


Sik, —Your report of Mr. Bakstansky’s Liverpool 
speech brings before the wide circle of your 
readers what, according to all accounts, is but a 
typical sample of. the methods used by the Zionist 
ederation in iis campaign against the A.J.A. Dr. 
Weizmann’s name is invoked, and documentary 
evidence of his attitude is referred to. On further 
inquiry one is told that the document in question. 
is “ private.” If it ts private, then what right has 
Mr, Bakstansky to indicate its contents at a public 
—or for that matter a private—meeting? For one 
thing he is breaking what, one presumes, are Dr. 
Weizmann’s own confidences. 

‘Elusive propaganda of this sort gocs much further. 
One hears cnthusiastic Zionists talk as if they have 
been led to belicve that the realisation of their aims 
Palestine as a Jewish State—is at hand, the only 
menace to the victorious conclusion of their 
eflorts being the Anglo-Jcwish Asscciation. The truth 
is that up to the present we know nothing of the impres- 
sion made in Government circ’es by the official Zionist 
policy, Many Zionists, it is truc, entertain buoyant 
optimism. On the other hand, indications from non- 
Jewish sources point to a different conclusion. 

Of course, if the A.J].A. move really threatened to 
hinder an impending Zionist success, then the Zionist 
Organisation would be in duty bound to resist it. It 
is my firm belief, however, that the Zionist Federation 
campaign derives from very different causes. Satan 
may have found mischicf for the idle hands of the 
U.P.A. organisers to do THe CHRONICLE 
reminded us several weeks ago that a plan of partition 
might be in the offing; it may be hoged to put it across 
under .cover of an ami-A.J.A. barrage. All these 
things are matters of coniccture. My own view is that 


‘the Zionist. Fedcration campaign is being staged as 


rearguard action; to cover the defeat of the Biltmore 
programme and to cficct a “ successful retreat from 
that position. by planting the legend of a “stab in the 
back the Nazi model. 

For myself I cannot pretend ever to have accepted 
the Biltmore Declaration as a dogma of my Zionist 
faith: nor do I believe, as some would have the Jcws 
of Birmingham belicve, that the test of a Zionist is 
willingness to pronounce the formula “Jewish State” 
or “Jewish Commonwealth” as if it were a miracie- 
working incantation. It is well cnough for an old 
Revisionist stalwart like the Rev. Dr. Cohen of Birming- 
ham to insist upoh the sanctity of the Jewish State 
idca: but for others to do so when only a few years 
azo anyone who dared raise the question was brandcd 
as a Revisionist, is nothing short of impertinencc. 

That a reputable body like the Zionist Federation 
should be conducted in the irresponsible fashion which 
the speeches of its principa; mouthpiece indicate makes 
the communal outiook far from reassuring. Here it 
should be emphasised that when Mr. Bakstansky described 
himscif as the self-confessed instigator’ of the Zionist 
Caucus he was taking it upon himself to shoulder a 
burden in which others should share. The fact that 
one of the carliest and most crucial of caucus gather- 
ings took place in the office of Sir Simon Marks and 
in the presence of Professor Brodctsky swustaincd the 


belief that it was launched upon the community under — 


the most distinguished Zionist auspices. The assumption 
that the Caucus is the handiwork of one man may bc 
comforting, but it is far from the truth The Caucus 
was certainly unsought by the Zionist rank and fic;

THE CAIRO TRIAL 
Scenes During Closing Stages 


Eliahu Benzuri and Eliahu Hakim, the iwo 
Jewish youths who have been on trial in Cairo 
for the murder last November of Lord Moyne, 
British Minister Resident in the Middle East, and 
of his chauffeur, were, as briefly recorded in our 
last A ey condemned to death on Thursday of last 
week. 

The Court announced its verdict at a few 

minutes past noon, after deliberations lasting over 
three hours. The President of the Court then read 
the brief formula which is traditionally used when 
sentence of death is passed in Egypt, “ The Court 
has decided that the papers in connection with the 
case be referred to the Mufti.” 
* Hakim bent forward cagerly to Benzuri to ask 
him in Hebrew what the pronouncement meant. 
Smilingly, Benzuri replied that it meant death for 
both of them. - 

The President added that the final sentence would 
be pronounced at a special sitting of the Court 
on the following Monday. It would, however, be a 
mere formality, he stated; the last judicial word 
had been spoken. 

A breathlessly silent public, which had been 
waiting for over three hours, heard the announce- 
ment of the Court's decision on Thursday. Entry 
to the Court was even more strictly controlled 
than at any time during the trial. Everybody ‘had 
to produce cither identity cards‘or Press credentials. 

At about 10 a.m. a rumour went round that 
the Court was to assemble. Hakim and Benzuri 
exchanged a hearty handshake and draced them- 
selves in readiness. The judges, however, did 
not appear until a further two hours had clapsed. 


Accused Unmoved 


Accused did not manifest the slightest. emotion 
while they waited for the verdict. They chatted 
and joked with their guards and the foreign corre- 
spondents, and leaned across the bars of the dock 
to look at pictures of the trial published by the 
daily and weckly newspapers. 

Hakim asked permission to smoke, but the 
police officer told him it was forbidden. He did. 
however, ‘promise to provide coffce for. the accused 
after -the verdict. 

The public were sternly warned that there must 
be no demonstration when the Court gave iis 
decision, Absolute silence was insisted on, and 
visitors were ordered to leave the court-room as 
quickly as possible. 

After the verdict was read out, the judges imme-.- 
diately retired, and a strong, armed police escort 
handcufied and removed the condemned youths. 

At the conclusion of the sitting, Mr. Golding. 
the British lawyer who had assisted the defence. 
declared that they intended to petition the Prime 
Minister of Egypt. in his capacity of General Mili- 
tary Governor, to commute the sentence’ from 
death to hard labour for life. , 

The death sentence was formally pronounced on 
Monday morning, shortly before 11 o'clock. The 
court building was heavily guarded by hundreds 
of police armed with fixed bayonets. 

During the wan of over an hour and a half for 
the arrival of the judges Benzuri and Hakim com- 
pletely retained their composure, and even chatted 
cheerfully to each other. When, however, the Piesi- 
dent read out the jddgment, Hakim displayed 
signs of nervousness and Benzuri’s normally florid 
complexion became pale. 

This final session lasted a bare seven minutes. 

The families of the condemned youths have 
appealed to King Farouk of Egypt to grant a

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Rumania’s War Criminals

France and Bulgaria where drastic measures have 
already been takea to try war criminals. 

The Rumanian Government would appear to be 
unanimous in its decision speedily and energetically 
to bring about a solution of this problem. 


The plight of the Jews in Rumania has caused 
the greatest bitterness among the unhappy survivors 
of Nazi persecution. Not only has there 
little, if any, imyprovement in their material posi- 
tion, but they have the utmost reason for moral 
dissatisfaction, writes a special correspondent in 
Istanbul. age 

Their feelings can well be imagined when they 
see thugs who acted as Fascist executioners, hooli- 
gans who murdered Jews and raped Jewish women, 
walking about with complete freedom. 

That notorious arch-Jew-baiter, Professor Cuza, 
who for years had preached the doctrine of Jew- 
murder, is still free and unmolested in his home 
in Jassy, the city where, in 1941, 15,000 Jews were 
brutally butchered by the Professor's disciples. 

Also living in perfect freedom in Jassy is the 
General who was in command of the city garrison 
at the time, and who gave the actual order for 
the massacre. 

No steps havé so far been taken against General 
Ion Rascanu, fermer Mayor of Bucharest, and 
close friend of the Dictator Antonescu. Rascanu’s 
fayourite hobby was to order batches of Jews 
over 55 and under 16 to sweep the snow from 
the streets ef the capital. It was a source of great 
pleasure to him to put in an unexpected appearance 
at one or other places where the Jews were at 
work, pick some fault with them, and have them 
brutally thrashed there and then. This sadist ts 
still free and in his own home. 


Prison for Jew-Baiter 


The only prominent Jew-baiter who has as yet 
been put on trial is Dr. llie Radulescu, the 
Rumanian Streicher and editor and proprietor of 
the virulent anti-Semitic paper PoruNca 
which made a daily practice of inciting the popula- 
tion to murder the Jews. Radulescu was sentenced 
to one year’s imprisonment and a fine. Although 
this monster had consistently advocated slaying ten 
Jews for every Rumanian killed by Allied air raids, 
his sentence was imposed because of a private 
libel suit brought by a Christian author. 

Every Rumanian Jew could name scores out of 
the thousands of war-criminals who now move 
about freely. The free press openly publishes 
daily lists of war crimes, together with the names 
and addresses of the war criminals. Yet nothing 
has so far been done to bring them to justice. It 
is significant that not one of these named criminals 
has seen fit to bring a libel action against their 
accusers, although many occupy important posi- 
tions in the Army and the Government service. 


Particularly galling to Jews was the treatment 


given to Radulecca, former Commissar for Jewish 
Affairs. He escaped from arrest once, and was 
subsequently held under conditions resembling 
those to be found in a first-class hotel. Expensive 
meals-were sent in to him, and he travelled to and 
from the magistrate’s court im taxis. 

Yet this criminal,'who. was assigned the task by 
the Gestapo of “ solving the Rumanian Jewish 
question,” and who boasted to his masters that 
he had done everything to strip the Jews of what- 
ever they possessed and had_ finally completely 
destroyed their economic position, is only charged 
with accepting bribes in the execution of his duty 
as a Government official. It is known that he 
developed a system of corruption to .an extent 
unheard of even in Rumania, the classic land of 
gralt, 

One bright feature of the Lucca case is that as 
soon as the Allied Armistice Commission arrived, 
they informed the Rumanian Government that 
Lucca was “ wanted’ by the Russians for war 
crimes, and he was handed over together with 
the Dictator Antonescu and others. 


Horde of Minor Criminals 


The problem, however, largely concerns the tens 
of thousands of lesser war-criminals, Russia has 
already taken care of some of the principal 
offenders. But what, for instance, is to happen 
‘to the thousands of regular members of. the 
notorious Iron Guard, who are still to be found 
in most impertant posts in the Army and Civil 
Service? 

One major difficulty is that every one of these 
criminals has relatives and friends, and no political 
party in the country ‘seems to be prepared to take 
a positive stand over this war-guilt issue for fear 
lest, when free elections do take place, these rela- 
tives vote for another party, 1 

That is why Jews especially have welcomed the 
recent ouninaken comments of the Soviet press on 
this subject. In a series of statements, the Russian 
press declared that Rumania was not carrying cut 
the terms of the Armistice, and was evading her 
Obligation to arrest all war-criminals and to round 
up- all Fascist and quisling elements. 

This intervention did produce some results. The 
Government was reshuffled and General. Radescu, 
the only Rumanian General to defy the Nazi 

gauleiter,” von Killinger, was appointed Prime 
Minister. He had been interned in a concentration 
camp for the whole period of the war. 

The new Government's first step was to round-up 
several hundreds of Fascists, who were sent to 
join the 2,500 members of the Iron Guard already 
under arrest. A large number of German and 
Hungarian agents, hitherto allowed their freedom, 
were also arrested. They were all sent to Targu- 
Jiu and Slobozia camps, formerly used by the 
Antonescu regime to intern anti-Fascists. 

Complaints are still numerous, however, because 
these steps only touch the fringe of the problem. 
Only the small fry, it is said, are being rounded-up.

resume possession of their domiciles even if they 
paid the rent right up to the end. 

“To have the right to re-enter their homes,”

“ Justice does not want to disturb the peaceful 
possession of the profiteers of defeat who installed 
themselves in the homes of those the enemy 
persecuted. 

“If this law was badly prepared,” the paper 
demands, “ let it be revised. But if the law does 
not mean this, then do not permit the courts to 
sabotage it. And if the law is so equivocal as to 
permit this sabotage, then let another law state it 
precisely and interpret it. But let this scandal be 
ended.” 

M. Marc Rucart, former Minister of Justice in 
the Popular Front Government, has leased an 
apartment from which the Jewish tenant was 
expelled during the occupation, and has success- 
fully resisted the original tenant's claim for repos- 
session, it is revealed in the newspaper Compar.

DIFFICULTIES IN RUMANIA 


An_ association of business people has been 
founded in Bucharest to protect the interests of 


those people who, during Antonescu’s regime, 


acquired Jewish goods and property by legal 
methods without bringing any moral or physical 
pressure to bear, cables our Balkans correspondent. 
This association is demanding the right to be 
represented at al! sittings of the Government Com- 
mission which is preparing laws concerning the 
restoration of Jewish property. ; 
The. questions involved are very complicated, 
since most of the transdctions, though seemingly 
made without pressure, were, in fact, induced by 
the anxiety of Jews concerning their position. — In 
consequence, the properties were invariably sold 
at knockout prices, which represent only fractions 
of the real values. 


PARCELS FOR JEWS IN RUSSIA 


AND POLAND 
J.D.C. Representative’s Report 


|}COMMUNICATED] 


Mr. Charles Passman, representative of — the 
American Joint Distribution Commitiee in Palestine, 
was welcomed at a meeting of the Executive of the 
United Jewish Relief Appeal, held at 34, Soho 
Square, W.1. Rabbi Harris Swift presided. 

Mr. Passman outlined the position of the liberated 
countries in Eastern Europe, and dealt particularly 
with the refugees in Asiatic Russia, who numbered 
about a quarter of a million. - Eighty per cent of 
these were Polish Jews who had been evacuated, 
and the remainder @ere from the Baltic States, in- 


cluding a small number of Czechs, Germans, and 


others. 

In the middle of 1943, a parcel service to these 
refugees was organised in Teheran, Starting with 
a register of about 7,000 names of Jewish refugees 
in Russia to whom parcels were to be forwarded, 
their card index now contained the names of 45,000 
families, or a total of over 100,000 souls. 

They had established very good relations with the 


‘Soviet authoritics, who were co-operating fully with 


them. The Soviet postal authorities were using all 


-endeavours to see that the parcels-were delivered, 


and even went to the trouble of redirecting parcels 
as many as five times, At least 80 or 90 per cent 


- of the parcels were definitely received. In some 


cases acknowledgments were sent direct to relatives. 

Mr. Passman also reported on the relief consign- 
ments which are being sent by the “ Joint ”’ to 
Lublin for the Jews in liberated Poland in response 
to the telegraphic appeal received from Dr. Emil 
Sommerstein. 

Mr. A. M. Kaizer reporied that as soon as the 
United Jewish Relief Appeal Committee had re- 
ceived the telegraphic appeal from Dr. Sommer- 
stein, they had voted the sum of £10,000 for the 
immediate purchase of clothing to be sent to Lublin. 
In addition the sum of £2,000 was allocated for 
clothing to be sent to Soviet Russia for bulk dis- 
tribution amongst Jewish refugees. They have now, 
in the hands the packers, a consignment of over 


25,000 ments, are being shipped by the 
British Cross, in conjunction with the Russian 
Red Cross

in co-ordination with the Joint Clothing Committee 
of the Jewish Committee for Relief Abroad is

| HORLICKS 
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ZIONISTS CONFER 


LAST week-end the New Zionist Organisation held its 
annual conference in London, This week the Zionist 
Federation of Great Britain will be similarly gathered in 
conclave. This sequence is scarcely capable of description 
as a case of deep answering unté deep, for the two bodies 
are certainly not on speaking, let alone meeting, terms. 
Though their objectives are largely identical, their mutual 
isolation is maintained nevertheless, being a peculiar 
estrangement traceable to matters f requently touched upon 
in these columns. The N.Z.O. gathering endorsed the 
policy of Palestine as a Jewish Dominion, which is in line, 
in principle, with an Executive resolution down for the 
Federation conference. On other of the major Palestine 


demands, such as immigration, there exists similar salutary. 


accord of views. The Chairman of the N.Z.0., Dr. 
RIEBENFELD, expressed his Organisation’s desire for untty, 
and advocated to that end the formation of a Jewish 
National Committee on which all Jewish nationalist bodies 
would be represented. In this he and his friends are 
modelling themselves upon the precedents set by various 
nations.on the Continent during their own recent periods of 
Galut. It was, he argued, “a way fair to Jewish organisa- 
tions which had a legitimate viewpoint.” The proposal ts 
worthy of consideration, as would be any proposal offered 
as a means to greater cohesion and a less wasteful squander- 
ing of thought and effort in the Community, 

When the Federation meets this week-end," it will have 
before it the inevitable crop of resolutions which character- 
ise such gatherings. One of them calls for the “ re-establish- 
ment of Palestine as a Jewish State or Commonwealth 
integrated into the new democratic order.” It is an 
excellent thing that this demand should be kept steadily 
to the fore in the thoughts of Zionists, im the same way as 
a good sailor ever keeps in mind the compass bearings of 
his course. This aim, which is.much better phrased in the 
words: “a Jewish State in Palestine in the classic 
boundaries of the past,” has been undeviatingly supported 
in this paper ever since the issuance of the Balfour Declara- 
tion. Indeed, during the pre-Biltmore days The Jewish 
Chronicle support of this policy was not infrequently 
criticised -in official Zionist circles as “extremist” or at 
least as “undiplomatic.” Let us hope the realisation of 
the necessity of a clear, simple, and unambiguous Zionist 


- aim, frankly and consistently confessed, has at last been 


grasped even by those burdened with the temptations and 
difficulties of office. 

There is another resolution on the Federation’s agenda, 
more domestic in character but not on that account 
inappropriate to. what is, after all, an oceasion on which 
the Federation should take counsel on the ordering of its 
house. It is tabled by the Chayes Society, and asks for an 
invitation to be extended to all Zionist groups and organi- 
sations now outside the Zionist Federation to collaborate 
with that organisation and to bear with it “in equal con- 
ditions,” the heavy responsibility involved in its fight for 
the solution of the Jewish problem, “ putting aside for the 
time -being all. political and party differences.” On the 


face of it, this is.a move for Zionist unity. But it is, we 


believe, perhaps not unreasonable to detect in it an indica- 
tion of dissatisfaction with the development of the Party 
system, anyhow so far as. it affects British Zionism, a 
system which, it is believed, results in depriving large 
numbers of Zionists who refuse party regimentation of any- 
thing like adequate influence in the movement. If so, the 
resolution deserves serious consideration by the powers that 
be in the Federation. 
But most important of all, by a very long way, is the evi- 
dence this resolution reveals of an underlying wish for a new 
approach by organised Zionists to their non-Party com- 
rades in faith, to that ill-defined class known as “ non- 
Zionists,” and even possibly to those who up to now have 
been regarded as anti-Zionists. There is discontent with the 
rigid party formalism which bludgeons and bullies all who 
will not bow down in the house of the Party Rimmion. 
An utterly evil tendency has grown, and is still growing, 
which is summed up in the vilely intolerant words, “ those 
who are not with us are against us,” an attitude which not 
only reeks of bigotry and pettiness but is inconsistent 
with fact, the truth being that in essential purposes the 
non-party individuals and the dissident groups are often 
in all the main principles at one with the inflexible minds 
behind the machines, and only differ on points of method 
to achieve their common demands. The attitude of intoler- 
ance grows on what it feeds on, begetting a truculent 
disposition to heresy-hunting. It looks for enemies, instead 
ot seeking to discover new friends. It sees many who work 
lor the same ends as themselves as the deadliest enemies, far 
worse than avowed opponents, merely because they will not 
toe the line and humbly give up their souls to the orders and 
| directions of the machines. This baneful development, 

ol course, Is not uncommon at a certain stage in many 
political movements founded on a sound premise. There 
often comes a time when.ahe very righteousness of their cause 
leads the smaller souls devoted to it into a kind of impreg- 
nable self-righteousness which can only regard those who 
difler trom them as abjectly and irretrievably wicked. At first, 
this became evident in a violent spirit shown towards anti- 


Zionists. Soon it began to show itself in even more viru- 
ient fashion towards those who were merely different in 
their shades of Zionism. 

All this sort of petulant intolerance and quarrelsome- 
ness is little short of disastrous in its effects on the real 
progress of the Zionist Movement. It alienatgs and 
antagonises many in the Community whose service to the 
cause might well be invaluable. It bewilders and disheartens 
Gentile friends of the cause, It stifles the free and friendly 
criticism in council which is the very essence of democracy 
and the most fertile source of new and fruitful ideas. And 
it presents the real and deeply malicious enemies of Zionism 
with a Heaven—or Hell—sent weapon of no smallefficiency 
in gibing at Jewish pretensions to Statehood. “If this is 
their spirit and behaviour,” they plausibly argue, “ by what 
right can they claim to rule themselves, let alone others? ” 

The Federation conference, as we have said, is largely 
a domestic occasion; it would do well to spare some time 
for a little self-scrutiny on these lines. Is there no delegate 
courageous and big enough to show his fellow-Zionists in 
conference that a change of heart, a change of spirit, and 
a consequent change of manner is an urgent and primary 
concern for all Zionists whose dominant aim is the achieve- 
ment of Zionism rather than the petty party triumphs and 
the scoring of absurd little victories in even more absurd little 
communal politics? Is there no one who has the moral 
stature to call for the banishment of this suspicion, arro- 
gance, and contention from Zionist relations among them- 
selves and with others, for a mitigation of blind partisan 
rigour, in short, for a change of heart in all those called 


upon to play parts of any importance in this pivotal 


‘country for Zionism’s destinies? A change of heart means 
a resolve to tolerate other men’s views, to search for agree- 
ments rather than differences, and to discover friends rather 
than foes, to remember always the great majestic aim of 
Zionism and to understand that help from many quarters 
is to be welcomed in spite of differences of detail or absence 
of totalitarian control. If some such moral revolution 
could be achieved, the Federation would be surprised at 
the additional and influential support that the movement 
would gain in Jewish circles, and non-Jewish quarters, 
too. Failing that, the movement, conducted with such 
scant respect for its lofty ideals, can only reap unmerited 
discfedit and unnecessary weakness, and the heart-breaking 
spectacle of Zionists killing Zionism with the best possible 
intentions must go on. We repeat, this matter is. urgent 
and vital to Zionism and no facile mood of optimism 
begotten of wishful thinking out of the perilous deceptions 


of “off the record” inventions should be allowed to 


obscure its importance. Zionism has tremendous battles 
yet to win. Let none of us put our faith in a second gift 
from a “ fairy godmother,” a second Balfour Declaration. 
A humble faith in the Lord’s blessing on our work under 
His eternal covenant, sober political common sense, and 
the stern moral courage to see things as they really are, 
however grim, however inconvenient, however unflatter- 
ing—therein lies the hope of Zionists at this hour. 


THE CAIRO VERDICT 


One thing can be said with confidence concerning the dis- 
tinguished counsel who undertook the defence of the two 


young Jews, Ehahu Benzuri and Eliahu Hakim, charged with 


the murder of Lord Moyne. They did their work with a skill 
and tireless assiduity which do infinite credit to themselves and to 
the Egyptian Bar, and would not. disgrace its professional 
brethren in other lands, Recognition is also due to the Egyptian 
authorities who confided to these eminent lawyers the prisoners’ 
defence. Whether the various legal points raised during the 
irial were correctly dealt with, it is not easy, in the circum- 
stances, to decide, and especially in view of the fact that only 
condensed reports of the proceedings could be transmitted to 


this country. As the position now stands, there would appear - 


to be small chance of a reprieve’for the prisoners, convicted 


of a crime which, as we have repeatedly, pointed out, is utterly 


abhorrent to Jewish feeling and teaching. It is only right to 
point out, though it in no way seeks to minimise their crime, that 
these two Jewish boys, who in every probability will soon have to 
forfeit their lives, plainly had, in the perpetration of their 
crime, no motive of personal advantage, that their behaviour 
in court was courageous and manly, that their youth made them 


an easy prey to the arguments of the terrorist organisation to | 
which they belonged, and that they were also impelled by 


brooding contemplation of the unparalleled mf&rtyrdom of 
their people. Legally, they have earned their doom. But ought 
the matter to remain there, and no regard be paid to the 
wisdom, or otherwise, of carrving out death sentences? If the 
lives of these youths were spared and only an exemplary term 
of imprisonment substituted, would not this act of clemency 
be likely to impress the Jews of Palestine—to say nothing of 
Jewry elsewhere and other peoples -.who love mercy—with a 
sense of thé magnanimity of Egypt, and of Britain provided 
that she acquiesced in-it without protest, and even of British 
power, properly understodd? 
start a new and happier atmosphere in Jewish relations with the 
Mandatory Power? It is, perhaps, not going too far to sug- 
gest that even the saner elethents, at least, in the tesrorist 
movement might be sufficiently impressed by the act of mercy 
to think better of the British Government and mend their ways, 
thus helping at any rate to prolong the lull in outrages that 
has occurred since the murder. It must not be forgotten that 
the Jewish people are collectively by nature grateful to an 
unusual degree, that they are collectively an intellectual people 
and also a strongly moral people. Methods, therefore, which 
might not work in other quarters offer very rich promise 
when applied to them. The final word in ‘this ghastly 
incident rests with the Egyptian Commander-in-Chief, who is 
also the Egyptian Prime Minister. We put forward the points 
we have made for consideration, as matters not merely of mercy 
but of political expediency with regard to the future.

such German prison camps is being worked has been revealed 


in the SUNDAY CHRONICLE by Mr. Wm. L. Shirer, the author of 
the well-known book “ Berlin Diary.” He tells of the disty;- 


bution to American war captives of an innocuous-looking littic. 


weekly newspaper printed in English, under the name “O.K.- 
The Oversea Kid.” .Through this medium, tens of thousand, 
of Americans, we are assured, have received a weekly dose of 
Nazi propaganda, some of it so subtly and so expertly done 
that it would almost certainly influence all but the mos: 
worldly-wise among them. The producers, it may be added, 
masquerade in a tone of disarming modesty and sincerity, a. 
purveyors of the news, good or bad, in a simple and straight- 
forward manner. Actually, the paper is just a pot-pourri of 
artful propaganda, piping hot from the Nazi lie factories. 


“O.K.” FOR WHOM ? 


IN the interval before their deliverance, these misguided 
youths will, the Nazis calculate, convey some of the dowht. 
and hesilations with which they have been plied to their friends 
and relatives back home, and the poison may spread even 
before their release. When they return to their homes, the 
infiltrating young Nazis with forged passports and bowus 


nationality will soon be there to strengthen their new leanings 


and enlist them, together with other pliable strata of the loca! 
population, at a time when the new organisation for word 
security will be passing through its initial and most delicate 
stages. These machinations and plans admittedly present the 
Allies with an enormous and harassing problem. It mus: 
be tackled either by.countering the Nazi schemes in their hydra- 
headed manifestations by direct and appropriate measures, or 
by steps which will make it physically impossible for Germany 
ever again to threaten the peace of any of her neighbours. To 
the latter course the Allies are pledged up to the eyes—if they 
falter in that purpose, the present war will have been fought in 
vain. Yet so far there is little sign of a full appreciation of this 
basic fact, except, perhaps, in realistic Russia. ‘In this country 
and the United States it can truly be said, indeed, that the 
Governments and peoples are psychologically as unprepared for 
the next phase of the Nazi war, after the defeat of the German 
regular forces, as they were physically unprepared for the 
onslaught of the German army and air force. — British delicacy 
and decency would rightly not descend to the trickery.and dis- 
honesty practised by “O.K.” on the “ oversea kid.” Neither, 
we imagine, would the’ United States. But there are other 
things that they could do without violence to their sense of 
honour. They could, for instance, take the anti-Semitism in 
their midst far more seriously than they do. Every anti-Semite, 
even the half-fledged specimen, is ideal material for Nazi 
infitrators. To take no positive steps against the anti-Jewish 
cult and rest content only with condemning it, or to seck 
excuses for doing nothing in hypocritical platitudes mas- 
querading as principles of freedom, is criminal political folly.

MANCHESTER RECEPTION 
TO MR. N. JACOBS 


Return From Visit to America 


A reception was held on Tuesday in last week 
at the Cheetham Assembly Rooms in order to wel- 
come Mr. Norman M. Jacobs on his return from 
USA. Dr. Ll. Wigoder, who presided, expressed 
with Mr. Joseph’Sunhight on the loss of 

father. 

Mr. Hyman Weinberg, O.B.E., proposed a toast 
to Mr. Norman M. Jacobs, and was supported by 
Councillor A. Moss, J.P., who sted that the 
names of Mr. Norman Jacobs and his family be 
inscribed in the Golden Book. 

Mr. Norman Jacobs expressed thanks for the 
gencrous feelings which had been voiced and gave 
an account of his trip to the United States as a 
delegate to the emergency war-time conference of 
the World Jewish Congress. That gathering in the 
United States was held very timely, he said, for the 
tragic mistake must not be repeated that a dozen 
different Jewish. delegations try to present their 
views to the Allied nations. ot since the World 
Zionist Congress had there been such an oppor- 
tunity for Jews to gather together. | 

The conference had opened with the memorial 
prayer, said by the vencrable Chief Rabbi of Yugo- 
slavia, who was a refugee for the second time. The 
opening address had been given by Captain Wine. 
Dr. Nahum Goldmann delivered a review of the 


’ world Jewish community, and reports by the experts 


_ were heard. Although the gathering was not a 
Zionist one, oe delegation stressed (he impor- 
tance of the establishment of a state in 


lestine as a guarantee of justice to the Jews, and 
a deciaration on these lines moved by Dr. B. Joseph 
was carried unanimously. One of the lessons to 
learnt from the conference, said Mr. Jacobs, was 
that Jews must speak a common language. As it 


was, speeches had to be translated {rom the French, 
Spanish, Portu . while Hebrew should be their 
own common language. The work before the 
Congress had been divided up between numerous 
commissions. The speaker himself served on the 
organisation commission and acted as hon. secre- 
tary. (He hac already on the way out agreed to 
act as hon. secretary of the British delegation.) 
Other commissions were devoted to finance, rescue, 


relief and rehabilitation, on all of which members - 


of the British delegation sat. In their resolutions they 
had asked for a Bill of Rights to be embodied in 
the principles of the United Nations; the United 
Natidns should be asked to declare anti-Semitic 
measures illegal, as they were already in the Soviet 
Union; they claimed relief for the victims and 
punishment for the perpetrators of war crime ; 
stated “that not only individuals but Jewry as a 
whole was entitled to a reparation which should be 
used to speed the establishment of the Jewish 
National Home. 

It had been a reason for pride, said Mr. Jacobs, 
that the British delegation had been received by 
H.M. Ambassador in Washington, and had particu- 
lar significance as on their journey they had received 
news of the murder of Lord Moyne. 


The Rev. Dr. 1. W. Slotki, President of the 
Cheetham Collegiate and Crumpsall Lifeboat 
Guilds, speaking at a meeting held at the St. Luke's 
Sunday School, said that since the outbreak of war, 
national lifeboats had rescued nearly 6,000 lives, 
The following were elected: Dr. Slotki, President ; 
Alderman Mrs. Laski, Councillors H. Lomax, A 
Moss, and Sidney Needoff, Vice-Presidents; Coun- 
cillor A. Lees, Treasurer; and the Rev. J. G. 
Hugting, Hon. Secretary.

Mr. Rhys Davies held that the mass of the popu- 
lation in Germany were, just as the masses in this 
country, ignorant of what the war was about, a 
war which was engineered by a few people at the 
top: and he also expressed doubts about the 
reliability of reports as to the great numbers of 
Jewish victims of the Nazis, since so many of the 
atrocity stories of the last war were subsequently 
found to be untrue. 

The President of the Forum, Dr. Hirsh, threw the 
meeting open to discussion, and many of. Mr. 
Rhys Davies's views came in for sharp scrutiny. 

Mr. Isidore Sandler expressed the good wishes 
of the Forum to Dr. Hirsh, who was leaving 
Manchester shortly to take up an _ important 
appointment with Unrra.

All” movement, Dr. Nathan Morris, Education 
Officer of the Joint Emergency Committee, said 
that the npmbers taking the courses were increasing 
by an average of 40 ¢ weekly, 7 

Paying tribute to Dr. Friedlander and Mr. 
Harold Levy, authors of the advanced and elc- 
mentary courses, respectively, for the way in which 
they had handled their subjects, Dr. Morris said 
that practically the whole scheme came from Glas- 
gow. Both the teachers were members of the 
Glasgow community, and he himself, who was 
editor of the course, had a long connection wit) 
the city. (Dr. Morris was headmaster of the 
Glasgow Talmud Torah before going to London.) 

Dr. Morris, discussing the position of Jewish 
education in Britain, said there were fewer children 
attending classes to-day than there were 20 years 
ago. e deplored the decline of the home as a 
religious, educational, and social institution, and 
said that education could not be confined to the 
children but must embrace the whole community, 
the young sharing with the old, and the young 
being stimulated by the older people. , 

Appeals for fuller co-operation from the parents 
were made also by Dr. M. Friedlander, Director 
of Jewish Education for Glasgow, who presided, 


and Mr. L. Daets, President of the Glasgow Jewish 


Board of Education. 
The meeting inaugurated a “ Jewish Education 
Week in the city.

AN APPOINTMENT AT 
JEWS’ COLLEGE 


Temporary Lecturer Discussed 


The question of the temporary appoiniment of 
a successor to Dr. Samuel Daiches at Jews’ College 
and that of whether a jiecturer at the College 
should ‘be described as a Professor, were among 
subjects which arose at a mecting of the Council 
of the College at Woburn House last week. 
first question occasioned quite a breeze. 

Mr. Ralph Pinto, Treasurer, presided, in the 
absence through indisposition of the Chairman of 
the Council, Mr. S. Japhet. 

The Chief Rabbi said that: advertisements had 
duly appeared for the appointment of Dr. Daiches’s 
successor and applications had been received and 
had been thoroughly gone into by the sub-com- 
mittee which had dealt with the matter. Dr. Hertz 
made it clear that the appointment was a temporary 
one and said that this had been made clear to the 
applicants. It would again be made clear to the 
man to be appointed, who would be told that the 
whole matter would have to be reviewed on the 
appointment of the new Principal, The sub-com- 
mittee had decided to recommend Dr. H. J. 
Zimmels for the appointment. 

Mr. George J. Webber asked how many applica- 
tions had been received and whether any other 
candidd¥es had been seen. One particular candi- 
date, he said, had informed him in quite another 
context that, although he had thought of applying, 
he did not do so because he had been given to 
understand that the appointment was informally 
filled already. 

The Chairman said this was quite incorrect. 

Mr. Webber asked whether Dr. Zimmels could 
lecture in the English language. 

Dr. Hertz replied that Dr. Zimmels spoke per- 
fect English. The Chief Rabbi added a warm 
repudiation of the implications contained in Mr. 
Webber's quotation of the rumour about the 
advance filling of the position informally. 

On the motion of the Chief Rabbi, seconded by 
the Rev. Ephraim Levine, Dr. Zimmels was 
appointed temporary lecturer in Bible and Talmud. 

Dr. Zimmels will begin his work at the College 
after Passover. 

Dr. Samuel Daiches’s Retirement 


The Chairman moved the following resolution: 

“In March, 1945, Dr. S. Daiches, for 37 years Professor 
of the Collegec, will retire from active duty, having reached 
the retiring age The Council, in grateful recognition of the 
long and faithful service Dr. Daiches has rendéred to the 
College and as a mark of appreciation of the high esteem 
in which he has always been held, propose to confer upon 
him the tithe of Emeritus Professor.’ 

Dr. M. Epstein raised the question of whether the 
College was entitled to use the term “ Professor.” 

The Chairman pointed out that they were acting 
on precedent. 

The Chief Rabbi explained that the College was 


an academic body. Although it was not a soe of 
the University of London, tts lecturers were re@og- 


nised teachers of the University and its students 
were internal students of the’ University.. There- 
fore in theory they-had the right to give degrees.

1906, Dr A. Hirsch was appointed Emeritus 
Professor after his retirement in the previous April. 

The resolution was carried.

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“A COMMUNITY FACING DISASTER ” 


Every self-especting Jew most share in the alarm 
raised by Dr. Cecil Roth concerning the danger of 
conversion We cannot. and dare not. minimise the in- 
creasing prevalence of conversion ai the present time. But 
how are we to stop it? Personally, 1 adore organised 
religion and fully realise the utility of orthodox authority, 
but could hardly-appreciate the ultra-conscrvative remedy, 
as sugecsied by Rabbi A. Rapoport. namely “ to reguiatc 
our daily life by the Shuichan Aruch.” He idealises 
the past is determined to sce in it the guidance for 
the present and the future.

It was in 
the most orthodox community in Germany, Frankfort-on- 
the-Main, where the marriagcs solenmnised during the 19th 
century were overt 50 per cent mixed marriages. [ am 
convinced that it is the clashing of two different lives, the 
life at home, and the life outside. that is responsible for 
this rift As a result, some of our youth are suffcring 
from an inferiority complex, and the adjective “* Jewish "’ 
conveys to them something out-of-date and obsolcte. But 
a good many like myself hail and share the admirable 
opinion cxpressed in your excelient leading article, that 
“ there must be a sincere and exposition of what 
Jewish teaching really is. its total application to present 
conditions and present wocs. and a faithful practising of 
it in our own lives... ." You are quite right. The 
main complaint of the present generation against Judaism 
is that mt has become so wrapped up in doctrine and 
dogma as to be remote from the problems of our present- 
day life. It offers, they declare, no guidance or teader- 
ship on the harsh social and economic realities of the 
20th century world. In order to give Judaism @ living 
place in the community and stem the egenctal drift as 
evidenced by intermarriage and conversion. we must do 
all in owr power to Organise a new movemént and make a 
brave attempt to reconcile some of religious observ- 
ances with the present<Jay outlook of life. Our spiritual 
and lay leaders must be aware that hidaism to exist 
should bring a practical influence. to bear on the social 
life.

Though I am only an ordinary. ciderly Jewish refugee 
from Nazi oppression. I cannot resist the temptation to 
join the animated discussion, engendered by Dr. Cecil 
Roth's strong and thought-provoking tctter and your well- 
temed leading article last week, .1 am doing so because 


in my humble opinion so far some points have been, 


missed, and also in view of the Rev. W W. Simpson's 
sympathetic letter. a genticman with whom I have been 
privileged to exchanee views on various occasions 
Though Dr. Roth refers to. refugecs ‘= connection with 
what he calls “The Conversion Menace in a pérfectty 
impartial and unbiased way. nevertheless, some of his 
remarks may cause the refugee to be looked upon as the 
“ villain of the piece.” A few words from a refugees 
point of view may. therefore, possibly serve a uscfu! pur- 
pose. I dare say that for those Continental—and especi- 
ally German—Jews who, like myself. have always taken 
pride mm Judaism. Britain's attitude towards its Jews has 
never ceased to be a source of admiration: Jewish members 
of the Government; the Chief Rabbi on the same platform 
as the Primate. and the Archbishop of Westminster:

Before D-Day we were stationed in a large camp in England 
and were visited once a fortnight by a Jewish minister. who 
held a service for us. Then came D-Day and we came to 
Europe—in fact, five Jews of this Brigade made claim to be 
the “ First Five.” a claim that was never disputed. After 
a few months we returned to England—and during the tree 
to four months we remained in England no attempt by the 
Padre in the area concerned was made to contact us—and 
no services were held during that period—which covered 
Rosh Hashana. On the return of my unii from Normandy 
memorial services were held by all denominations, excen the 
Jewish. in honour and memory of their fallen comrades. On 
the return from Arnhem similar services were held ty the 
Division and rather a “ splash “" was madc of the march tw 
the Palace.

SAY IT WITH TREES 


By AUNTIE 


T hardly seems any time, does it, since Succot 
was here, and now, next Monday, we celebrate 
the New Year for Trees. Actually the new 

tiny bud can be seen on our New Year (Rosh 
Hashana), but the sap begins to rise: just about 
this time and new life flows in the trees. And 
so the Rabbis of old set apart Shevat 15 for the 
New Year of the trees, 

In Palestine, the rains are usually over and the 
trees show blossom, so can you wonder that it. is 
a holiday for all the littl children, who, under 
the guidance of their teachers, busily plant new 
baby trees on this day that will grow and help 
Eretz to become a well-wooded and prosperous 
country. 

Do you know why trees are so necessary, and 
more especially for Palestine? When you plant 
crops in the earth, and the sun beats down fiercely, 
there must be some protection for the vegetation 
so that it does not shrivel under the great heat. 
Water in the earth keeping it moist is one of 
the chief needs, and the trees help by attracting 
the rain and also, with the aid of their spreading 
roots, keeping the fertile soil from being washed 
away by floods. Then in ceftain areas the trees 
help to protect the crops against strong winds and 
storms, while in malarial districts trees such as 


the eucalyptus, spread out and help in the draining - 


of the marshes in which the nasty malarial mos- 
quito likes to breed. . 


You can see, then, that the more trees and forests 


you are able to help to plant, the richer Palestine 


will be. 

Again, from the trees. themselves we derive 
benefits. Juicy oranges that you have been enjoy- 
ing latcily come from Palestine groves and. of

In olden days, the custom was already known of 
planting trees when a child was born, a cedar for 
a boy and an acacia tree for a girl. For a wedding 
ceremony it was usual to cut down. the birthday 
trees of the young couple to support the Chuppah 
(canopy) under which the marriage was conducted. 

The acacia, the special tree for baby girls, was 


-at one time rarely found in Palestine and grand- 


fathers told little childven the reason. Many years 
ago, they said, some men camped and pitched 
their tents on the bill of Shemron, but after a 
time they decided to leave and they gathered up 
their tents again, but iorgot to take-out of the earth 
some of the tent-pegs. In the course of time, these 
pegs took root, and then grew into bushes, which: 
are the acacia bushes that are to be found there 
now. 

With plenty of trees planted in Eretz on the 
New Year for Trees, the land of Israel will again 
be a garden of Eden. As it says in the Song of 
Songs, “ Awake, O North Wind, and come thou 
South, blow upon my garden, that. the spices 
thereof may flow. Let my beloved come into his 
garden and eat his precious fruit.”

Winter Work 


in the Garden 
Pre-Preparatory Measures 


HEN the snow melts it leaves the gardens 
looking sodden and wuninviting, but some- 
times a bright sunny winter day gets tucked 
into the assortment of rough weather that the 
current month inevitably brings What can the 
gardener do with such an opportunity? Well, there 
are several pre-preparatory jobs that can well be 
reserved for those bright intervals. 
First there is the lawn: the wet and snowy 


- weather has smoothed down the winter grass, like 


hair oil on a man’s hair. It has, too, revea 

many bare patches where the grass did not grow 
last summer for some reason or other. Moss is a 
frequent cause of the disappearance of grass, and 
now, while the ground is still so wet, is com- 
paratively casy to scrape off the moss and the 


ground in which it is growing with any sharp. 


pointed garden implement. When you have done 
that, rake the ground lightly and sprinkle i over 
with either sand (lawn sand is obtainable at the 
corn chandler’s) or peat moss; tf you grew your 
tomatoes in pots last year, here is an admirable 
use for the compost in which they grew, and 
which in any case is unsuitable for a_ further 
tomato crop o. there is excellent fibre from the 
bulbs that have flowered indoors and have now 
drooped. 

Chrysanthemums should be cut down now right 
to the roots and the carth round the plants loos- 
ened, so that later you can separate the clumps 
that have grown too big for successful flowering. 

Do not attempt to disturb the earth over your 
spring bulbs because the day is sunny and not too 
cold. Frosts will inevitably return,,and the natural 
tightness of winter earth ts a sure protection. 
you have any lettuces in a cold frame, remember 
that even glass docs not entirciy protect the young 
plants from severe frost. Some gardeners advise 
putting straw or bracken over the glass when there 
is frost, but this must be removed as soon as the 
frost disappears. A practical plan ts to make a 
cover for the frames with littl piece. of twigs 
placed criss-cross, which can be left on, even on 
the sunny winter days, and acts as an excellent 
protector against frost as well. — 


Protecting Outdoor Letiuces 

You may be one of the lucky people who have 
managed to keep some outdoor Icttuces alive dur- 
ing the frosts. If so, it will no doubt be because 
you have carefully covered the little plants with 
dead leaves, which keep out the frost, need not 
be moved or disturbed, and gradually sink down 
into the earth to enrich u. The same method can 
be usefully employed round carly spring cabbages 
and broccoli. 

It is too carly in most districts to start digging, 
but if you find the earth not too wet, it will im- 
prove if you give it a light turn over so that the 
frost gvis to the underneath part. Mark out a 
path tor the future bean bed, and start putting 
houschold rubbish, such as tea-leaves, the dust 
from the vacuum cleaner, and so on, along it. 
Then as soon as the ground is in fit condition, you 
can dig a trench and shovel the rubbish in. 

The manure heap wfil have settled down by now 
into a workmanlike lump, and if you have becn 
putting really rich compos: into it. such as the 
cleanings from the chicken house, it is a good plan 
now to dilute it with wet straw if you can obtain 


Kuster job that can usefully be undertaken 
now is the renewing of overgrown or worn-down 
aths. For this purpose the cinders from the 
itchen stove arc an admirable foundation, and, 
failing any further dressing, make quite good paths 
on their own. They must, however, be well rolled 
down, and now while the ground underneath ts 
so wet, is just the time to do it. Keep an old 
box for the cinders, and wait until you have 
several bucketfuls to work with, and then just 
empiy them on to the path and pull the garden 
roller up and down it. : 

It ts sometimes difficult to decide how much 
water to give indoor plants in winter, or whether 
to give them no water at all The question of 
watering must be decided by the performance of 
the plant itself. If it is static, as are geraniums 
and margueriies that have been brought in from 
the garden, it is wisest to give them no water at 
all. They will have been well watered when they 
were potted, and thaf for the time being suffices. 
But ferns that are shooting and any, plants that 
are actually growing need water. Be very careful 
to give the water at a temperature as near as pos- 
sible to the plant and soil.

Braised Beef 

Topside of beef, 1 Ib.; dripping, 2 0z.; 2 onions;

water, 4 pint.; seasoning. 

Mett the dripping and brown the meat quickly 
on both sides, remove from the pan and add pre- 
pared and cut up vegetables and fry these for a 
few minutes, then stir in flour and a add 
water and stir:till boiling. Season with salt and 
pepper, put into a casserole, put the meat on top, 
cover and cook in a slow oven for 2 hours. 


Stewed Lamb with Rice and Onions 

Scrac or neck of lamb, 14 Ib.; rice, $ lb.; onions, 
4 lb.; a few sticks celery; water, 2 pints; seasoning.

General Eisenhower's Appreciation 


Mr. and Mrs. Altred Silver, who live at 4, Mild- 
may Road, Dalston, N.1, have in, the past two years 
befriended and entertained well over 200 Amevi- 
can soldiers—non-Jewish as well as Jewish. of 
course-—-who made the Silvers’ home their own 
home in the real sense of the word.

MR. G. H. WHIGHAM ON POSITION AND PROSPECTS 


The 25th annual gencral mecting of British Celanese. Ltd., 
was held on January 16 at Winchester House, London, E.C. 

Mr. G. H. Whigham, the Chairman,‘ presided. 

The Chairman said: Ladies and gentiecmen,—We meet 
to-day under very sad circumstances. This is the first time 
in 17 years that our late Chaieman and Managing Director 
has not presided at our annual meeting. and the sad duty 
falls upon me to take the place which he has so ably filled 
during all these years: | would ask, therefore, for your 
indulgence and forbearance with mec, and I suggest that we 
tise for a moment as a mark of respect to our late Chairman 
and of decp sympathy with Dr. Camille Dreyfus and other 
rciations. 

The meeting then stood 1m silence 

The Chairman continued’ The Directors have also suffcred 
the loss of their golleaguc, Mr. Walter Maclachlian, who had 
been a Director of the Company for over nine years and had 
rendéred valuable service to the Board and whose loss we 
all feel very much. 


THE ACCOUNTS 


As will be seen from the accounts for the year undcr review, 
the profit and loss account shows a balance of trading 
account ef €3,026.151. which compares with £3,369,.147 for 
the previous year. Afier provision for general sales and 
administrative expenses, Excise Duty, research and adver- 
tising, depreciation, debenture interest, ctc., there remains 
£1.318.673 subject to taxation which compares § with 
£1,660,403 tor the previous year. Excess Profits Tax and 
income tax, after credit for £260,000 in respect of provision 
made in previous years not now required, absorbs £590,000, 
as against £1,.312,000 last year; thus, the net tax-free profit 
as shown by the published accounts is £728,673, as compared 
with that of £348,403 published for the previous year 

Based on the improved E.P.T. standard and after climinat- 
ing taxation credits having reference to previous years, the 
net tax-free profit for the year under revicw amounts to 
£468,673; on the same basis and aftcr bringine to credit 
other sundry tax items, the net tax-free profit for the year 
ended July 3. 194% would have amounted to £461,403. 

Adding to the published net profit of £728,673 for the 
year under review, the amoum brought in of £592,214, we 
Obtain: a total available of ¥1,320.887, from which the 
following items have been deducted : 

Expenses of issue of' 4% and 415% Mortgage Debeniurec 
Stocks and premium on redemption of 54% Mortgage 
Debenture Stock. all of which are non-recurring, £106,477; 
fixed dividends (less tax) on Ist and 2nd Preference Stocks, 
interest on Funding Certificates (icss tax) paid to April 30, 
1944, and cost of £14,639 (nominal) Funding Certificates. 
ageregating £303.939, leaving a balance of £910,471 


DIVIDENDS 


From ‘this balance the sum of £87,909 has to be set aside 
for the purchase or redemption of Funding Certificates. and 
the Directors have recommended the payment of a participa- 
tion dividend of 214° actual, less tax, on 75% Second 
Cumulative Preference Stock, and a dividend of 15%, actual, 
less tax, on. the ordinary shares. After takide accoum of 
these items, the balance to be carried forward is £603,587, 
as compared with £592.214 brought im. 

On December 8, 1942. the scheme for satisfying the arrears 
of dividend then outstanding. on the 71°, Participating 
Second Cumulative Preference Stock by the issue of 
£1,.700,000 Funding Certificates to the holders of that stock 
was agreed to by the ordinary shareholders. The sole benefit 
which the ordinary sharcholders received under this arrange- 
ment was that it brought nearer the date on which they 
could receive dividends, if carned The 73% Second 
Preference Stockholders received a markctable security in 
the form of Funding Certificatcs and have reccived 5% 
interest thereon. Morcover, 20% of cach year’s profits, after 
providing for the fixed dividends on the preference stocks 
and interest on the Funding Certificates, have to be applicd 
to the purchase of redemption of the certificates... Further, 
the 2nd Preference Stockholders have also had the date 
of their receiving participation dividends brought nearer. 


REASONS FOR PAYMENT ON ORDINARY SHARES 


As the Directors pointed out in their dividend statement, 
followed by the late Chairman's personal statement on which 
he promised to cnlarge at this mecting, the Board had had 
constamt review the question. of dividends on the 
ordinary shares, but although in the past the balance of 
profits available for distribution had been sufficient to pro- 
vide for the payment of a dividend on these shares, the 
Directors did not feel justified in recommending payment of 
such dividends umtil an outstanding claim in regpect of E.P.T. 
had been settled. The improvement.in the Company's 


E.P.T. basic standard resulting from the recent settlement 


of this claim enabled the Directors to recommend payment 
of a 15% dividem on the ordinary shares. together with the 
relative participation dividend on the 2nd Preference stock — 

The result of this settlement. together with other sundry 
taxation credits, is that the net profit for the year ended 
July 3, 1943, as already explained and as now known, was 
really £461,403, showing a return of 10.58% on the ordinary 
shares, as compared with £348,403 shown by the published 
accounts. Had thé amended E.P.T basic standard been 
agreed upon before the publication of the accounts tor the 
year ended July 3, 1943. the shareholders, in all fairness, 
would have been entitled to expect a dividend on the ordinary 
shares in respect of that year. It was for this rcason that 
the Directors felt it only just and proper that the ordinary 


shareholdcrs—having received no dividend for the previous 


year, and taking into account the fact that, on the adjusted 
basis, something more than 20°, was carned in the two 
years combined—should receive a dwidend of 15°. Any 
improvement in the basic E.P.T. standard necessarily resulted 
in additional net tax-free profits for every year since 1939, 
when E.P.T.. was imposed. Similariy, net profits of futere 
years will be beneficially affected as long as E.P.T. continues, 
patticularly in view of the very substantial E.P.T. cushion 


cxisting. 
FUTURE PROSPECTS 


As regards current business, it is satisfactory to know that 
the estimated net profits, before taxation, for the first six 
months of the current financial yeat. are ahead of those for 
the corresponding period of the previous year. While this 
is satisfactery, showing the healthy condition of the business, 
so long aS taxation exists On its present besis the profits 
avaHable for distribution must be subject to this limiting 
factor, but should the incidence of taxation generally be 
lessened in future this. coupled with the ereat potentialitics 
of the Company's post-war business, gives an indication of 
future prospects which, in the opinion of the Board, subject 
to the foregoing remarks, are very bright. 

At the commencement of the war the plant installation 
was capable of providing for a very large production, and 
thanks to the many years of research pfoduction costs had 
been brought down to very low levels, and we were organised 
to do business on a ercatly increased scale, but, as a result 
of restrictions duc to war_legislation. the production is very 
much below pre-war lIevel, mainly on account of shortage 
of labour. 

Virwally all our products continue to be subject to 
Government control.

Last year 1 stated that we should be in a position to lend 


‘money to industry in considerable volume and to be more 


liberal in our qualifying conditions as to repayment, without 


departing from sound, banking principles. This was inter- .. 


preted in some quarters as indicating an intention on the 
part of the Bank of following the Continental practice of 
investing in Industry, even to the extent of obtaining a con- 
trolling interest of share capital. This, of course, is the last 
thing | had in mind, and | mercly meant to emphasise our 
iquid position and to show our willingness and ability to 
assist the financial arrangements necessary for .a return 
to Peace-time conditions; but, if the Treasury -wish us to 
maintain the present proportion of deposit receipts in the 
years immediately following the war. or even to. increase 
them, our capacity for meeting the demands of industry wil! 
De Lo that extent impaired. 


EXPORT TRADE 


Much thought has been given to post-war problems. Onc 
of the most-important is the. prospect of our export trade. 
the Government can do much to help, and a good deal of 
preparatory work has already been done. The prospects of 
our cxport trade have been recently brightened * the new 
arrangement in reeard to Lend-Lease. Our gratitude ior the 
sympathetic help and encouragement received from the 
U.S.A. cannot be exaggerated or ever forgotten. Industry 
has many problems to face in making post-war preparations, 
and it is disconcerting if all tentative plans and exhortations 
to be ready are thet by inhibitions and restrictions of all 
kinds. A clearer indication of Government policy is neccessary 
to clarify the uncértaintics which confront our exporters. 
Labour also has its part to play in restoring our export wade. 

Lastly, we come to the part which the banks can play in 
restoring Our export trade. They are willipg and .anxious 
tO give all financia: assistance in their powcf, but there are 
other ways in which they can help. This Bank. in order to 
ILS Exporter customers. has for many years maintained 
records of commodities produced by them, so that informa- 
tion may be supplied in response to inquiries from overscas 
through our associated banks, agents, and correspondents. 
This Exports Index has recently been revised and is serving 
a useful purpose in putting customers who are exporters in 
touch with inquirers. 

A kindred servic: is provided by the Bank in eathering 
from its correspondents abroad information as to the needs 
of overseas importers, which would materially aid our 
exporter customers in planning for post-war wade. Our 
associated bank, the Bank of London and South Amiecrica, 
Ltd., has already produced a valuable handbook dealing with 
trade requirements and potentialities in the South American 
countnes, and it is honed that similar information relating 
to other areas will soon be availabic. 

The Bank’s assistance mm providing information and guidance 
on the mechanism of such business, on shipping and docu- 
mentary arrangements, and on licences and currency problems 
'S available through our Colonial and Forcigen Department, 
expert officials fron. which can. in special circumstances, 
visit Our branches to confer with customers who need their 
advice and guidance 
concluding these remarks, am sure the members would 
like to join with me and the Board of Directors in expressing 
our highest appreciation of the work of the staff during the 
Dast year. which has brought about such good results.

HELP FOR SMALL TRADERS 


The 112th annual general mecting of the National 
Provincial Bank, Lid., is to be held on January 30 at 15, 
Bishopsgate, London, F.C 

The statement by the Chairman. Mr. Colin F. Campbell, 
relating to the accounts to be submitted at the meeting has 
been sent to sharchoiders with the repor: and balance-shect 
as at December 31, 1944 

In & the. Chairman said that during the year there had 
been considerable expansion in their balance-sheet figures. 
Current, deposit, and other accounts had been increased by 
£68.569.660 to £589,911.939. A satisfactory liquid position 
had been maintained. Against their liabilities they showed 
cash items short money, and bills amounting to £140,551,042. 
with Treasury deposit receipts of £214,000,000 and investments 
amounting to £133,776.403. The advances made by the Bank 
had increased during the year from £108,687.467 to 
£114,502,138. When trade returned to normal peacetime 
channels they would hope to sce the Bank's power to assist 
its customers reficcted in- a substantial increase in advances. 
The year’s trading had resulted in a net profit of £1,270.670, 
as compared with £1,.256.394 for 1943 

The very considerable increase in the business of the Trustee 
Department had proved beyond doubt that it was providing a 
valuable service which was much appreciated. There was 
definite evidence that the public were becoming increasingly 
conscious of the desirability of appointing a corporate trustec. 
and the.standard maintained was of the highest. and the 
department was well equipped to deal with the anticipated 
farther demands upon its seivices When the war was over 
they hoped to provide for the public extended facilities by 
opening trustee branches in several new centres 

A year ago he had alluded to the help which the Bank 
was always teady to afford to the small trader and man of 
moderate means and good reputation.

Probably no subject had occupied the thoughts of all 
political parties and industrialists more than that of ensuring 
full employment aftcr the war, upon which in laree measure 
rested the prosperity of British trade ecneralty With some 
of the proposals placed before the public bankers would be 
in full agreement, such, for instance, as the control over 
foreign exchange, the import of juxuries, and the distribution 
of tood, but he was convinced that that prosperity would he 
best served by the utmost freedom being given to those 
cneaeed in business who understood the problems connected 
with their particular trade, whether at home or overseas 

Ihe devclopment of banking methods was continuous, and 
its services were at the disposal.of all credit-worthy people, 
so that with the distribution of the wealth of the country 
spread over an infinitely ereater proportion of the population 
than in pre-war days. it was to be honed that many who had 
not been in the habit of taking advantage of banking services 
would do so. It could not be emphasised too forcibly that 
lor many years jw come this country would be facine the 
world’ as a debtor instead of a creditor nation. so that’a 
larec increase in the volume and valuc of exports was 
essential to the maintenance of the standard of life at 
presemt enjoyed In that connection the probicms of social 
insurance had their bearing 

The skill of our workpeople was admitted throughout 
the world, but they must expect tO be faced with ereatcr 


competition from the Dominions as well as foreign countrics.. 


There must, of necessity. be. collaboration and closer 
association between Governmem and industry than had 
existed the past 


MICHAEL NAIRN AND GREENWICH 


RESULTS VERY SATISFACTORY 


The 23rd annual gencral mecting of Michacl Nairn and 
Greenwich, Ltd., was held on Wednesday, January 17. at 
Kirkcaldy 

Sir Nairn. Bt. (Chairman: of the Company). 
presided, and in the course of his speech. said: From the 
figures laid before you it will be seen that the net: income 
for the past year amounted to £147,425, which compares with 
£147.653 for the previous year. and after. adding £69,051 
brought in a sum of £216,477 is available for disposal. From 
this total the Directors are able to declare a final dividend 


of 9 per Cent, making, with the interim dividend of 34 per 


cem, a total distribution of 12) per cent. less income tax for 
1944 and to carry-forward £70,181. Your. Directors consider 
the results disclosed in the accounts very satisfactory, having 
regard to the prohibitions and restrictions placed upon normal 
manufacturing activities in war time and the verv heavy 
burden of taxation with which we have had to contend fram 
the beginning of the war 

Ihe civilian trade of thin country has to a ereat extent 
become the einderella of industry, owing to the overriding 
claims of Government Departments for the Fiehting Services. 
and, in consequence. the domestic market has had to exist 
upon severcly reduced quotas quite inadequate for its needs 
Contributory factor, to the decline continuc to be lack of 
shipping space, the cessation of supplics of essential raw 
materials from overseas, afid shortage of labour, and these 
conditions may be expected to persist for a considerable 
period Ihe manulacture of pre-war standard erades of 
linoleum. except for Government contracts and priority 
requirements, have virtually ceased, but the Nairn Company 
has been able to fill the gap to a small extent by placing on 
the market a very serviceable floor-covcring which gives 
general satisfaction. 

TRADING FREEDOM ESSENTIAL 

The Directors are keenly alive to some of the problems 
which will confront our industry during the rchabilitation 
period following the conclusion of hostilities and their ability 
to cope with these problems will be governed lareciy by the 


supply of raw materials from abroad and to the deerce of’ 


freedom from Government control to which industry generally 
has been subjected during the war. To repair the ravages 
of war it is evident that an immense ficld will be open to 
industrial emterprise, but considerable adjustments must be 
made before our subsidiary companics can resume manu- 
facture-on a pre-war scaic. |] have, however, full confidence 
in the recuperative power’ of this country and in its future 
prosperity after the war is won, provided there is freedom 
from Government consol for those engaged in private 
industry 

if the development of trade is to be hampered by burcau- 
cratic imerference and the continued stream of new regula- 
tions. this nation will inevitably fall behind in the race com- 
pared with other countries, where individual enterprise and 
initiative are welcomed and encouraged and freedom allowed 
for full development. In all departments of our national 
life and from all classes of the community there has been 
a loyal response to the war-time demands of the Govern- 
ment. but we are all looking forward to the time when a 
fuller measure of liberty can be restored.. If, after the most 
devastating war in history industrial progress is to be im- 
peded and if State departments are to be permitted to tinker 
with the foundations upon which our world wade has been 
built up, disaster lies not far ahead In this connection I 
should like to emphasise the fact that in commercial life 
quick decisions are absolutely essential and those engaged 
in industry should have freedom of action where important 
trade interests arc involved. To delay the carrying out of 
transactions because some reference must be made to a 
Government official, incurs a loss of time which will probably 
result in the loss of valuable business opportunities. 

The Nairn Company. in pceace-time, is first and foremost 
devoted to the manufacture of tinoleum, but our demands 
have diverted our activities into other channels of vital 
interest and importance in the prosecution of the war. We 
are fortunate in having a highly-trained technical staff, whose 
skill and adaptability have enabied us to make a material 
contribution in many directions to the war effort, and as a 
company we think we are emtitied to claim having played 
a not unworthy part.
